An  additional  supplement  to  an  ordinance  to  regulate  the 
riding  and  driving  of  Horses  and  Carriages  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  and  for  other  purposes  therein  mentioned. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  That  the  provisions  of  an  Ordinance  en- 
titled a  "supplement  to  an  Ordinance  to  regulate  the 
riding  and  driving  of  Horses  and  Carriages  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  and  for  other  purposes  therein  mentioned," 
approved  April  13th,  1833,  shall  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  additional  supplement,  be  applied  to,  and  enforced  on, 
all  that  part  of  Light  street,  which  lies  between  Pratt  street 
and  Camden  street

An  additional  supplement  to  an  ordinance,  entitled  "An  Or- 
dinance to  open  and  extend  Lexington  street,"  approved 
6th  March,  1830. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Lexington  st. 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  whenever  the  damages  asses- 
sed under  the  Ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement, 
shall  have  been  tendered,  or  paid,  to  the  person  or  per- 
sons  entitled  thereto,  it  shall   be   the   duty  of  the  City 
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Commissioners  to  proceed  to  open  said  street  westward  from 
Cove  to  Republican  streets,  the  limits  of  direct  taxation,  and 
remove  the  obstructions  therefrom ;  and  the  same  shall  for- 
ever after  be  a  public  street  and  highway  :  Provided  that 
nothing  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  construed  in  any  manner 
to  make  the  city  liable  for  any  part  of  the  expense  for  open- 
ing said  street.

An  ordinance  for  the  opening  and  widening  of  German 

Lane. 

Commission-      Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
ers  appointed.  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  shall  appoint  five  disinterested  persons  of  expe- 
rience and  integrity,  to  be  commissioners  to  open  and  in- 
crease the  width  of  German  Lane,  twenty-two  feet  on  the 
north  side  thereof,  from  Sharp  street  eastwardly  to  Charles 
street,  so  that  it  may  be  as  nearly  of  an  uniform  breadth 
from  Sharp  street  to  Charles  street,  as  the  said  Commission- 
ers or  a  majority  of  them  may  deem  advisable,  in  the  man- 
ner, and  as   authorised  by  an  Act  of  Assembly  passed  at 
December  session,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  enti- 
tled "An  act  for  opening  and  increasing  the  width  of  Ger- 
man  Lane,   in    the  city   of  Baltimore,"   and   agreeably  to 
Public  high- the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance;  and  the  said  Lane,  when 
way.  so  opened  and  widened,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken,  and  is 

hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  street  and  highway  forever 
thereafter.  And  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  are  hereby  required  to  return  a  plot  of  said  street 
when  opened  and  widened,  to  the  office  of  the  Register 
of  the  city,  there  to  be  filed  as  a  record  of  the  city ;  and  if 
a  vacancy  shall  occur  by  the  refusal  to  act,  resignation,  death, 
or  removal  from  the  city,  the  Mayor  shall  supply  such  va- 
Vacancy.  cancy  ;  and  any  three  or  more  of  the  commissioners  so 
appointed,  after  taking  an  oath,  or  affirmation  to  perform  the 
duties  required  of  them  by  this  ordinance,  shall  be  a  com- 
petent board  to  exercise  all  or  any  of  the  powers,  and  per- 
form the  duties  granted  and  required  by  this  ordinance. 
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Sect.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said  Ten  days  no- 
commissioners  shall,  after  having  given  at  least  ten  days  no-  *f*  images" 
tice  in  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  city,  proceed  to  assess 
and  value  what  damage  will  be   sustained  by  the  owner  of 
any   property  whatsoever,     by   opening    and   widening   of 
German   Lane  aforesaid  ;  and   if  the  owner   of  any  house, 
building,  or  lot  of  ground,  of  which  it  shall   be  necessary 
in  widening  said  lane  to  destroy,  remove,  or  take  any  part, 
shall  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  said   commissioners,  that 
he,  she,  or  they  claim  to  be  compensated   for  the  whole  of 
said  house,  building  or  lot  of  ground,  the  said  Commis- 
sioners  shall   make  a  full  valuation   thereof,   and  the   said 
Commissioners  shall  make  a  return   to  the   office  of   the 
Register,    specifying   the   name   or    names  of  the   person  Damages    re- 
or   corporations   who   will    sustain    damage   by  the   open-  remam     ten 
ing*  and    widening   of   German    Lane    aforesaid,    and    the  days  with  the 
amount  of  damage  that  each  will  be  entitled  to — which  re-  Register. 
turn  shall  remain  at  least  ten  days  in  the  Register's  office, 
for   the  examination  of  any   person,   during  office  hours. 
And  the  Commissioners  shall  give  at  least  ten  days  notice, 
that  such  return  is  open  for  examination. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  no  appeal 
be  made  from  the  valuation  of  the  commissioners  within  the  If  no  appeal, 
time  herein  limited,  or  if  an  appeal  be  made  immediately  Messed* 
after  the  decision  thereof,  the  commissioners  shall  pro- 
ceed to  ascertain  and  estimate  the  wThole  amount  of  expen- 
ses which  will  be  incurred  in  opening  and  widening  the 
said  Lane,  including  compensation  to  persons  employed, 
costs  of  appeal,  if  any,  and  commission  and  charges  of  col- 
lection ;  which  expenses,  with  the  damages  assessed  by 
themselves,  or  Baltimore  City  Court,  the  said  commission- 
ers shall  assess  upon  all  the  property  and  owners  bene- 
fitted by  the  opening  and  widening  of  German  Lane  afore- 
said, in  just  proportion  to  the  respective  estimated  benefit. 
And  the  said  commissioners  shall  make  a  list  and  descrip- 
tion of  the  property  benefitted,  the  amount  of  assessment 
on  each  separate  lot,  or  other  property,  and  on  each  sepa- 
rate estate  and  interest  therein,  and  the  name  of  the  owner 
or  owners  thereof,  when  the  same  can  be  ascertained ; 
which  assessment  shall  be  returned  under  the  hands  of  said 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  the  Register  of 
the  city,  to  be  filed  in  his  office ;  and  the  said  commissioners  Ten  days  no- 
shall  give  ten  days  notice,  in  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  tice- 
city,  that  such  return  has  been  made,  and  is  open  for  in- 
spection. 
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Appeal  for  per  Sect.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  any  per- 
toBammo  son  01  Persons>  or  corporation  who  may  be  dissatisfied  with 
City  Court.  the  valuation  of  damages,  or  assessment  of  benefits  which 
shall  be  made  by  the  said  commissioners,  may  within  thir- 
ty days  after  the  first  publication  of  the  notice  required  to 
be  given  by  the  second  and  third  sections  of  this  ordinance, 
respectively  appeal  therefrom  by  petition  in  writing  to  the 
Judges  of  Baltimore  City  Court,  praying  the  said  Judges 
to  review  the  same,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
Commissioners  to  make  it  a  part  of  their  said  notices,  that 
the  parties  interested,  are  entitled  to  such  appeal ;  and  on 
such  appeal  being  made,  the  said  Judges,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  or  the  Chief  Judge,  if  the  said  court  is  not  in  session, 
may  and  shall  appoint  a  day  for  hearing  said  appeal,  not  less 
than  five,  nor  more  than  twenty  days  after  the  expiration  of 
the  thirty  days  limited  for  making  appeals  aforesaid,  and 
shall  direct  the  clerk  of  said  court  to  issue  a  subpoena  du- 
ces tecum  to  the  Register,  requiring  him  to  produce  and 
deliver  to  the  said  court  the  return  made  to  him  by  the 
said  commissioners,  and  all  plots,  documents,  books,  and 
papers  connected  with  such  returns:  And  the  Judges  of 
Baltimore  City  Court,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  full 
power  to  meet  at  the  time  so  appointed,  and  adjourn  from 
time  to  time,  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  hear  and  fully 
examine  the  subject,  and  decide  on  said  appeal;  and  they 
may  consolidate  such  appeals,  or  hear  them  separately,  and 
may  require  the  attendance  of  such  persons  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  and  may  make  such  amendments,  expla- 
nations and  additions  to  said  returns  as  they  may  think  ne- 
cessary. And  the  said  Judges  in  their  discretion  may  di- 
rect the  sheriff  of  Baltimore  county  to  summon  jurors, 
and  may  empannel  any  twelve  disinterested  men,  so  sum- 
moned, or  attending  the  court,  to  try  any  question  of  fact, 
or  to  ascertion  or  decide  on  the  amount  of  damage,  or  ben- 
efit under  the  direction  of  said  Court;  and  the  said  Judges 
shall  not  reject  or  set  aside  the  returns  of  the  said  commis- 
sioners for  any  defect  or  omission,  either  in  form  or  sub- 
stance, but  may  amend  and  supply  all  such  defects  and 
Decision  or  omissions,  an(]  reduce  or  increase  the  amount  of  damages 
appeals  return  or  benefits  valued  or  assessed,  and  alter,  modify  and  correct 
ed  to  the  Re-  said  returns,  in  all  or  any  part,  as  to  the  said  Judges,  or  a 
gister.  majority  of  them,  shall  seem  just  and  proper,  and  shall  cause 

their  proceedings  and  decision  on  said  returns  and  appeals, 
certified  by  their  clerk  under  the  seal  of  their  court,  to  be 
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transmitted  to  the"  register  to  be  filed  and  recorded  among 
the  records  of  the  city,  which  shall  be  final  and  conclusive 
in  every  respect. 

Sect.  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said  Expenses  of 
Judges  of  Baltimore  City  Court  shall  have  full  power  in  appeals  added 
their  discretion  to  add  the  reasonable  costs  of  any  appeal,  to 
be  taxed  by  them  to  the  damages  to  be  collected  for  the 
opening  and  widening  of  said  Lane,  or  to  require  such 
costs,  or  any  part  of  them,  to  be  paid  by  all  or  either  of  the 
appellants,  as  the  circumstances  of  each  appeal  in  their  opi- 
nion may  justify. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  within  payment     of 
ten  days  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited  for  making  ap-  benefits. 
peals  from  assessments  shall  have  elapsed,  and  no  appeals 
shall  have  been  prayed;  or  if  any  appeal  has  been  made 
within    ten  days  after  the  return  to  the  register  of  the  de- 
cision on  such  appeals  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commis- 
sioners to  appoint  and  limit  a  time  for  the  payment  of  the 
sums  assessed  on  the  property  benefitted,  to  the  Register,  and 
to  give  notice  thereof  in  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  city,  for 
at  least  thirty  days  of  the  time   limited  for   such  payment, 
and  also  the  rate  of  deduction   to  which  each  person  shall  Deduction  for 
be  entitled  on  making  payment  within  the  time  limited,  to  Pr<>mpt    pay- 
the  register,  which  deduction  shall  be  the  amount  of  the  com-  ment* 
mission  allowed  to  the  said  collector  for  collecting  the  same, 
if  not  paid  within  the  time  so  limited ;  and  every  sum  of 
money  assessed  on  any  property  charged  as  benefitted,  shall 
be,  and  continue  a  lien  on  the  property  so  charged,  until 
the  same,  with  interest  thereon  from  the  time  limited  for  the

unpaid  sum  or  part  of  a  sum  of  money,  shall  have  been  as- 
sessed, and  after  making  any  such  sale,  and  receiving  the 
whole  purchase  money,  the  said  collector  shall  execute  a 
deed  or  deeds  of  conveyance  therefor,  to  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers,  his  or  their  heirs  or  assigns,  and  such  deeds 
shall  vest  in  such  purchaser  or  purchasers,  a  good  and  suffi- 
cient title  in  fee  simple  in  the  property  therein  described ; 
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and  th»  said  Collector  after  deducting  the  costs  of  sale,  ad- 
vertising and  other  necessary  expenses,  shall  pay  over  the 
balance  of  such  purchase  money  to  the  register,  who  shall 
pay  over  the  said  balance  after  deducting  the  amount  asses- 
sed on  said  property,  and  interest  as  aforesaid,  to  the  person 
or  persons  entitled  thereto,  on  demand,  without  interest.

which  it  shall  be  necessary  to  have  removed,  and  the  resi- 
due of  any  house,  building,  or  lot,  which  shall  not  be  ne- 
cessarily taken  or  used,  by  public  auction,  to  the  highest 
bidder  for  cash,  to  be  paid  on  the  day  when  full  possession

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upon  all  money  that  he  shall  collect  in  virtue  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, all  which  allowances  and  charges  shall  be  included 
in  the   expenses  to  be  assessed  by  the  commissioners  as  is 
herein  before  provided.

Mayors'  com-      Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
pensation.       cU  Qj  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  city  shall  receive 
as  a  compensation  for  his  services,  an  annual  salary  of  two 
thousand  dollars,  payable  quarterly,  for  two  years  succeed- 
ing the  next  election.

An  Ordinance  relative  to  altering  the  grade  of  a  part  of 
Hollins  street. 

Hoilins  street     Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
grade.  of  Baltimore,  That  the  City  Commissioners  be,  and  they 

are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered  to  make  such  altera- 
tion in  the  grade  of  Hollins  street,  between  Amity  alley  . 
and  Schroeder  street  as  in  their  opinion  the  public  interest 
and  convenience  may  require, — provided  the  said  commis- 
sioners are  satisfied  that  the  person  asking  for  said  altera- 
tion is  the  owner  of  the  greater  number  of  feet  of  ground 
fronting  on  said  street  within  the  limits  stated  in  her  appli- 
cation, agreeably  to  the  act  Assembly  passed  22d  February, 
1830,  entitled  a  further  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  an  act 
relating  to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  approved  by  the  May- 
or and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  31st  March,  1830 ;  and 
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provided  further,  that  the  application  of  Anna  Boyd,  pre- 
sented at, this  session  be  filed  in  the  City  Commissioners'  of- 
fice, and  the  alteration  which  may  be  made  be  entered  in 
the  grade  book  of  said  Commissioners.

An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  speed  of  steam  boats  within 
the  harbor  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  speedof  steam 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  Boats. 

for  any  boat  or  vessel,   propelled  or  navigated  by  the  force 

or  aid  of  steam,   to  enter  the  harbor  or  basin  of  Baltimore, 

at  or  above  the  most  eastern  wharf  at  Locust  Point,  or  to 

depart  from  the  said  harbor  or  basin,  or  any  part  of  it,  at  or 

above  the  most  eastern  wharf  at  the  said  point,  at  a  greater 

speed  than  fourteen  revolutions  of  the  wheel  or  wheels  per 

minute;  and  the  master  or  commander  of  any  boat  or  vessel 

propelled  or  navigated  by  the  power  of  steam,  which  shall 

enter  or  depart  from  the  said  harbor  or  basin,  within  the 

above  limits,  after  the   fifteenth   day  of  March  next,  at  a 

greater  speed  than  fourteen  revolutions   of  the  wheel  or 

wheels  per  minute,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty 

dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offence  :  and  all  fines  arising 

under  this  ordinance  shall  be  appropriated  as  follows,  viz : 
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- 

one  half  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of 
the  city. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Harbor  Master  of  the  Western  District,  by 
himself  or  his  deputy,  to  leave  a  copy  of  this  ordinance  on 
board  each  and  every  boat  or  vessel  propelled  or  navigated 
by  steam,  now  in  the  harbor  of  Baltimore,  or  which  may 
hereafter  come  into  it.

every  half  barrel,  and  five  dollars  for  every  quarter  barrel 
above  the  quantity  allowed  by  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  thrid 
section  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  saving  and  reserving  never- 
theless to  the  corporation,  and  to  any  informer  or  informers, 
the  right  to  prosecute  for  any  violation  of  the  said  section  of 
the  said  ordinance  in  like  manner  as  if  the  same  had  not 
been  repealed.

MAYOR'S  OFFICE, 

Baltimore,  January  6th,  1834. 

To  the  First  and  Second 

Branches  of  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  annual  statement  required  by  the  charter  of 
this  department,  the  first  subject  that  naturally  presents  itself,  in  a 
review  of  the  occurrences  of  the  past  year,  is  a  remembrance  of 
the  many  blessings  with  which  our  city  has  been  favored,  accom- 
panied with  an  expression  of  heartfelt  gratitude  to  a  kind  and 
gracious  Providence,  as  the  source  from  whence  they  have  all 
been  derived.  That  the  health  of  our  city  is  intimately  connect- 
ed with  its  growth  and  prosperity,  is  an  established  principle,  too 
plain  to  admit  of  a  moment's  doubt,  and  believing  that  this  sub- 
ject ought  always  to  be  regarded  with  intense  interest  by  the 
constituted  authorities,  active  measures  were  adopted  early  last 
spring,  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  city  cleansed,  to  the  utmost 
extent  of  the  means  placed  at  ray  disposal  by  the  City  Council 
for  that  purpose;  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  with  much 
assiduity  and  attention,  have  frequently  and  carefully  examined 
the  tenements,  yards,  cellars,  &c.  in  their  respective  districts, 
and  the  result  fully  proved,  that  however  desirable  it  may  be  to  have 
the  streets  kept  clean  and  in  good  order,  it  is  equally  important, 
and  perhaps  more  so,  that  nuisances  should  be  removed  from 
dwellings,  cellars,  yards,  &c;  they  are  not  the  less  dangerous  in 
consequence  of  their  being  concealed  from  public  view. 

The  active  employment  of  our  citizens  generally,  the  many  splen^ 
did  vessels  launched  from  our  ship-yards,  the  various  improvements 
which  have  been  made,  and  the  numerous  buildings  erected 
during  the  past  year,  afford  pleasing  evidences  of  the  increasing 
growth  and  prosperity  of  our  city. 
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Believing  that  it  would  be  gratifying  to  our  citizens,  and  proba- 
bly  useful  to  the  Council,  to  receive  an  account  of  the  new  build- 
ings, I  endeavored  carefully  to  ascertain  their  number,  and  accor- 
ding to  the  most  accurate  reports  that  I  have  been  enabled  to 
procure,  (exclusive  of  a  large  number  only  partially  built)  it 
appears  that  twenty -two  one  story,  four  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine  two  story,  sixty-seven  three  stories,  sixteen  four  story,  and 
three  five  story  buildings,  (making  altogether  five  hundred  and 
eighty-seven,)  which  have  been  erected  within  the  limits  of  the 
city  during  the  past  year. 

The  roughness  of  many  of  our  principal  streets  continues  to 
be  a  cause  of  great  annoyance  and  just  complaint,  but  they  have 
been  repaired  to  the  extent  of  the  appropriation  applicable  to  that 
purpose,  and  the  utmost  care  was  taken  to  select  the  places  where 
the  small  amount  appropriated  by  the  Council  would  be  rendered 
most  useful ;  yet  such  is  the  miserable  condition  of  many  of  the 
streets,  that  an  attempt  thoroughly  to  repair  them,  would  be  a 
wasteful  expenditure  of  money,  because  nothing  less  than  an  en- 
tire new  pavement  will  effectually  remedy  the  evil. 

Several  squares  in  Market  street  have  lately  been  repaved,  un- 
der the  resolution  passed  at  the  last  annual  session  of  the  Council, 
which  provides,  "that  any  street,  or  part  of  a  street  may  be  re- 
paved  upon  the  application  of  all  the  property  holders,  provided 
that  they  pay  two-thirds  of  the  expense,  the  remaining  third  to 
be  paid  by  the  city."  The  beautiful  dressed  granite  curb  stone 
used  in  the  execution  of  this  work,  and  the  superior  manner  in 
which  the  paving  has  been  done,  elicits  general  approbation,  and 
increases  the  desire  on  the  part  of  our  fellow  citizens  to  have  the 
improvement  extended  to  other  streets.  As  the  resolution  requires 
that  an  application  for  repaving  shall  be  signed  by  all  the  owners 
of  property  upon  any  street  or  part  thereof,  proposed  to  be  repav- 
ed, it  will  readily  be  perceived  that  the  repaving  alluded  to  has 
not  been  accomplished  without  much  exertion  and  difficulty.  It  is 
very  important  that  provision  should  be  made  to  obviate  the  diffi- 
culty which  must  often  arise  in  cases  where  the  property  belongs 
to  minors,  insolvent  debtors,  or  the  estates  of  deceased  persons.  I 
would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  an  application  to  the  le- 
gislature, authorising  the  Corporation  to  provide  by  Ordinance  for 
the  repaving  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  part  thereof,  upon  the 
application  of  persons  owning  two-thirds  of  the  number  of  feet 
fronting  on  any  such  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  part  thereof,  provid- 
ed that  two-thirds  of  the  expense  of  said  repaving  shall  be  paid  in 
just  proportions  by  all  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  such 
street,  lane  or  alley,  or  part  thereof,  and  the  remaining  third  by 
the  City. 
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Where  new  streets  are  to  be  paved,  it  would  be  very  desirable 
to  have  the  footways  graded  before  the  street  is  paved;  great  inju- 
ry is  often  done  by  carts  passing  over  the  curb  stones,  which  is 
necessarily  the  case  when  the  footways  require  excavation  or 
filling  up  after  the  street  is  paved.  Would  it  not  be  advisable  to 
provide  by  ordinance,  that  the  grading  of  footways,  shall  hereafter 
be  embraced  in  the  contract  for  paving:  each  lot  should  of  course 
be  liable  for  the  necessary  filling  or  excavation  in  front  thereof. 

A  careful  and  thorough  examination  of  the  springs  situated  upon 
the  city  property,  fronting  on  Monument  street,  has  been  made  as  di- 
rected, but  the  supply  of  water  was  much  less  than  was  expected, 
and  neither  its  quantity  nor  its  quality  seems  to  render  a  further 
expenditure  advisable. 

The  old  frame  building  on  the  Charles  street  spring  lot,  has 
been  removed  as  directed;  no  shelter  being  left  for  the  keeper  of 
the  spring,  he  is  consequently  subject  to  much  exposure.  I  would 
suggest  the  propriety  of  erecting  a  small  tenement  upon  this  lot, 
and  one  also  on  the  Caroline  street  spring  lot,  for  the  keepers, 
similar  to  the  building  already  erected  at  the  Calvert  street  spring. 

In  my  last  annual  communication,  I  stated  that  in  compliance 
with  a  resolution  of  the  Council,  a  contract  had  been  made  with 
a  competent  person,  in  relation  to  boring  for  water.  The  experi- 
ment was  tried  on  the  City  block,  at  the  intersection  of  President 
and  Alice  Ann  streets,  at  the  depth  of  one  hundred  and  three  feet, 
an  abundant  supply  of  excellent  pure  water  was  obtained;  the  water 
rises  within  seven  feet  of  the  surface  of  the  earth,  and  the  pump 
yields  a  steady  supply  of  about  eight  gallons  per  minute  ;  as  the 
whole  of  the  property  in  the  immediate  vicinity  is  owned  by  the 
corporation,  the  complete  success  which  has  attended  this  experi- 
ment, will  doubtless  increase  the  value  of  that  property. 

In  conformity  with  the  authority  given  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance,  a  considerable  portion  of  the  hitherto  unproductive  pro- 
perty of  the  city,  bas  been  leased  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five 
years.  The  property  thus  leased,  yields  an  annual  rent  of  $1560. 
The  City  property  rented  or  leased,  previous  to  the  year  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  thirty-three,  produces  an  annual  income  of 
$672.  The  unproductive  property  belonging  to  the  city,  (exclu- 
sive of  the  property  on  Monument  street)  which  might  yet  be 
rented,  would  annually  produce  a  further  sum  of  about  $  1500, 
and  it  is  very  probable  that  it  can  be  advantageously  disposed  of 
early  next  spring,  so  that  for  the  ensuing  five  years,  it  may  be 
reasonably  calculated,  that  the  city  will  derive  an  annual  income 
of  $3700,  from  the  hitherto  almost  unproductive  public  property. 
It  would  doubtless,  be  a  decided  advantage  to  the  property  upon 
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the  City  block,  if  all  the  avenues  fronting  upon  the  water  were 
widened,  it  would  also  facilitate  the  landing  of  many  articles,  and 
ender  the  wharfage  more  productive. 

The  draw-bridge  is  in  a  very  delapidated  condition,  and  it  being 
deemed  upon  careful  examination  unsafe,  it  has  lately  undergone 
a  temporary  repair,  but  such  is  the  decayed  condition  of  many  of 
the  timbers,  that  it  seems  necessary  for  the  Council  at  its  present 
session,  to  provide  for  its  entire  removal,  or  the  erection  of  anew 
one  in  its  stead — would  not  our  fellow  citizens  residing  in  that 
section  of  our  city  be  as  well  accommodated,  and  the  public  pro- 
perty benefitted,  by  the  erection  of  a  bridge  over  Canal  dock,  at 
Alice  Ann  street,  and  if  deemed  advisable,  a  bridge  might  also  be 
erected  over  Jones'  Falls,  to  connect  LifFy  street  with  Alice  Ann 
street.  This,  together  with  the  contemplated  extension  of  Caro- 
line street  to  Block  street,  would  be  a  great  improvement  and 
source  of  convenience  to  that  section  of  our  city. 

In  my  communication  to  the  council,  at  their  extra  session  in 
November  last,  I  stated  the  renewed  difficulty  which  had  present- 
ed itself,  in  relation  to  the  erection  of  a  bridge  over  Jones'  Falls, 
at  Water  street ;  the  case  was  argued  a  few  weeks  since,  before 
Baltimore  County  Court,  and  by  the  decision  of  that  court,  the 
injunction  which  had  been  laid  at  the  instance  of  Mr.  McDonald, 
was  dissolved. 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  announce  the  termination  of  the 
protracted,  and  vexatious,  delays  which  have  existed  for  so  many 
years,  in  relation  to  the  erection  of  this  bridge. 

A  neat  and  substantial  wooden  bridge  has  been  erected  over 
Jones'  Falls,  connecting  Hillen  and  Pleasant  streets  ;  and  the 
sewers  constructed,  as  directed  by  the  council ;  Pleasant  street, 
from  Holliday  to  Calvert  street,  is  nearly  a  perfect  level,  if  the 
grade  of  Calvert  street  was  raised  about  two  feet  at  its  intersec- 
tion with  Pleasant  street,  it  is  believed,  that  it  would  be  an  ad- 
vantage to  the  property  in  that  immediate  vicinity,  and  would 
relieve  the  existing  difficulty,  in  relation  to  the  conveyance  of 
water  down  Pleasant  street. 

The  late  freshet  destroyed  the  stone  abutment  across  Monu- 
ment street,  at  Jones'  Falls,  and  materially  injured  the  bridges 
over  Harford  run,  at  Monument  and  Holland  streets.  And  I 
would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  this  subject. 
The  dredging  machines  have  been  actively  employed  during  the 
past  year;  early  in  the  Spring,  they  were  engaged  in  deepening  the 
public  wharves,  and  subsequently  they  have  been  employed  under 
the  attentive  direction  of  the  Port  Wardens  in  the  removing  of 
sediment  from  different  parts  of  the  harbor,  and  especially  in 
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widening  and  deepening  the  channel,  and  the  removal  of  Beveral 
bars  of  solid  gravel,  which  in  some  places,  extended  nearly  across 
the  entire  channel.  The  gravel  bars,  extending  southwardly 
from  Bowly's  wharf,  had  long  been  a  source  of  much  inconveni- 
ence ;  but  with  great  exertion,  and  some  difficulty,  the  channel 
in  this  place  has  been  deepened  upwards  of  two  feet.  At  my  re- 
quest, the  Port  Wardens  have  lately  taken  careful  and  accurate 
soundings  of  the  channel,  and  other  parts  of  the  harbor  ;  by  which  it 
appears,  that  a  vessel  drawing  twelve  feet  water,  may,  with  per- 
fect safety,  at  an  ordinary  tide,  pass  through  the  entire  channel, 
south  of  Wood  street,  on  Bowly's  wharf.  The  Port  Wardens 
have  made  a  distinct  report  upon  this  subject,  and  it  contains  in- 
formation which  appears  to  me  important,  it  is  herewith  submitted. 

By  the  annual  expenditure  of  large  sums  of  money,  our  harbor 
has  gradually  improved — but  the  wants  of  our  growing  commerce 
and  population  require  that  this  improvement  should  be  extended,  as 
it  is  essentially  important  that  the  harbor  generally  should  be  deep- 
ened. But  however  desirable  this  may  be,  the  present  embarrassed 
situation  of  the  finances  of  the  city  forbids  me  from  recommending 
at  this  time  an  incease  of  the  large  sum  annually  appropriated  by 
the  Council  for  this  object.  This  being  a  subject  in  which  the  ge- 
neral government  is  deeply  interested,  as  it  is  a  source  from  which 
it  derives,  through  commerce,  an  immeuse  revenue  in  duties,  and 
when  it  is  remembered  that  the  revenue  thus  derived,  is  applied 
to  the  general  benefit  of  all  the  States  in  the  Union,  it  appears  un- 
reasonable that  the  city  of  Baltimore  should  be  burthened  with 
the  whole  of  the  expense  of  preserving  the  harbor  in  navigable 
condition.  Such  is  at  present  literally  the  fact — for  although  the 
State  of  Maryland  appropriates  twenty  thousand  dollars  annually, 
from  the  auction  duties,  towards  deepening  the  harbor,  yet  those 
duties  are  in  fact  derived  from  the  auctioneers  of  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore. I  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  an  appli- 
cation be  made  to  Congress  for  an  appropriation  to  aid  in  deepen- 
ing our  harbor,  and  I  have  no  doubt  such  an  application  would 
meet  with  a  favorable  reception,  for  it  will  be  remembered  that  a 
few  years  since  Congress  appropriated  twenty  thousand  dollars  to- 
wards this  object,  but  it  was  contained  in  a  bill  embracing  up- 
wards of  one  hundred  other  appropriations,  some  of  which  were 
deemed  inadmissable  by  the  President,  and  the  bill  was  conse- 
quently vetoed.  If  an  appropriation  eould  be  obtained  from  Con- 
gress for  deepening  our  harbor,  without  connecting  it  with  other 
subjects*  it  would  doubtless  receive  the  sanction  of  the  President. 

The  several  Markets  have  been  improved  as  directed,  and  the 
revenue  derived  from  them  has  very  much  increased  during  the 
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past  year.  The  comfort  and  convenience  of  persons  attending  mar- 
ket should  be  promoted  by  all  reasonable  means,  and  I  think  those 
would  be  increased  by  placing  two  rows  of  flag  stones  near  the 
centre  of  the  street  opposite  the  Market  Houses,  and  on  a  range 
with  the  wagons.  This  improvement,  especially  in  the  Centre 
Market,  would  be  very  beneficial,  and  if  adopted  it  would  also  be 
necessary  to  repave  the  street  from  the  flag  stones  to  the  sheds  ol 
the  Market.  And  when  it  is  recollected  that  while  those  improve- 
ments in  our  Markets  add  to  the  convenience  of  our  citizens,  it 
also  promotes  the  comfort  of  those,  who  in  all  seasons  and  at  all 
times,  bring  the  necessaries  of  life  to  administer  to  our  wants;  the 
Council  will,  I  am  sure,  be  ever  willing  to  accomplish  those  de- 
sirable objects,  so  far  as  prudence  and  justice  will  warrant. 

The  Western  Night  Watch  is  located  in  a  rented  building,  by 
no  means  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  occupied — the 
rent  paid  for  this  building,  it  is  believed,  would  nearly  pay  the 
interest  upon  the  sum  which  it  would  require  to  erect  a  suitable 
house  for  this  purpose,  and  I  would  therefore  recommend  this  sub- 
ject to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Council.  A  plain  and 
neat  vault  has  been  erected  in  the  Catholic  burial  ground,  as  a  re- 
ceptacle for  the  remains  of  Sister  Mary  George,  who  died  in  Hos- 
pital No.  2 — and  Sister  Mary  Frannis,  who  died  in  Hospital  No. 
3,  whilst  engaged  in  the  noble  work  of  alleviating  the  sufferings 
of  their  fellow  beings  during  the  prevalence  of  the  cholera. 

The  Court  of  Appeals,  at  its  last  session,  decided  the  protract- 
ed controversy  respecting  Dugan's  and  M'Elderry's  wharves,  in 
favor  of  the  city;  and  they  also  decreed  that  Cumberland  Dugan, 
Esq.  should  pay  all  the  cost  of  the  controversy,  and  refund  to  the 
city  the  amount  of  wharfage  received  by  him. 

The  arrangement  which  subsisted  between  Dr.  McKenzie  and 
the  State  of  Maryland,  in  relation  to  the  Maryland  Hospital,  ter- 
minated on  the  first  instant,  and  the  State  now  has  the  entire  con- 
trol of  that  Institution.  An  agreement  has  existed  for  some  years 
past  between  the  board  of  health  and  Dr.  McKenzie  in  relation  to 
the  reception  of  persons  having  the  Small  Pox,  but  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislature,  passed  at  December  session,  1827,  it  is  provided 
that  hereafter,  no  person  affected  with  any  dangerous,  conta- 
gious, or  infectious  disease,  shall  be  admitted  into  said  Hospital. 
As  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Infirmary  and  Aims-House 
forbid  the  reception  of  Small  Pox  patients,  the  safety  and  pre- 
servation of  our  fellow-citizens  seems  to  render  it  necessary 
that  a  place  should  be  provided  for  persons  who  may  be  af- 
flicted with  this  dreadful  malady.  It  sometimes  happens  that  the 
subjects  are  strangers  and  friendless,and  of  course  there  is  a  natu- 
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frit  unwillingness  on  the  part  of  every  house  keeper  to  receive 
Such  persons  into  their  houses;  feelings  of  humanity  seems  impera- 
tively to  demand  that  a  place  of  refuge  should  be  provided  for  the 
needy  and  destitute,  where  they  may  receive  that  care  and  atten- 
tion which  the  dangerous  and  loathsome  nature  of  the  disease  ren- 
ders so  essentially  necessary. 

At  the  last  annual  session  of  the  City  Council,  an  Ordinance 
was  passed  directing  the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  upon  the  re- 
quisition of  the  Mayor,  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  Corporation, 
any  sum  not  exceeding  seventy  thousand  dollars,  redeemable  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance  was  occasioned  by  the  deficien- 
cy which  existed  in  the  Treasury,  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  De- 
cember, eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two.  Being  decidedly  op- 
posed to  increasing  the  present  heavy  stock  debt  of  the  City,  un- 
less imperiously  demanded  by  the  public  welfare,  I  deemed  it 
proper  to  exercise  the  discretion  given  to  me  by  the  ordinance, 
and  if  possible  avoid  making  the  requisition  upon  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance4  Through  the  active  co-operation  of  the  dif- 
ferent departments,  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  inform  you  that  this 
object  has  been  effected,  with  the  exception  of  seven  thousand 
dollars,  together  with  nineteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  se- 
venty-seven dollars,  due  to  the  Commissioners  of  Finance.  It 
therefore  appears  that,  in  addition  to  paying  the  amount  of  the  ap- 
propriations to  the  extent  required  for  the  past  year,  the  deficien- 
cy alluded  to  has  been  reduced  to  twenty-six  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  seventy-seven  dollars.  If  the  appropriations  for  the  pre- 
sent year  are  not  larger  in  amount  than  they  were  the  last  year? 
it  is  believed  that  this  amount  can  be  paid  from  the  revenue,  in 
addition  to  meeting  the  expenditures  of  the  current  year,  without 
resorting  to  increased  loans. 

During  your  last  annual  session  a  resolution  was  passed  request-* 
ing  our  delegates  in  the  General  Assembly,  to  endeavor  to  pro- 
cure the  passage  of  an  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  sala- 
ries of  the  Associate  Judges  of  Baltimore  City  Court  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  State,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe,  that  but 
for  the  lateness  of  the  period  at  which  this  subject  was  dis- 
cussed in  the  legislature,  the  application  would  probably  have 
been  successful.  The  justice  of  this  measure  appears  very 
apparent,  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  principal,  nay,  the 
almost  exclusive  duties  of  the  City  Court  is  to  enforce  the  crimi- 
nal laws  of  the  State,  and  to  attend  to  the  collection  of  so  much  of 
the  State's  revenue, as  is  derived  from  licences,  (other  than  marriage 
licences)  in  the  city  of  Baltimore;  and  it  is  a  remarkable  fact  that 
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nearly  one  half  of  the  State's  revenue,  derived  from  this  source  is 
collected  through  the  agency  of  the  City  Court.  The  other  du- 
ties of  this  Court,  it  is  believed,  are  in  all  respects  similar  to  cor- 
responding duties  of  the  several  County  Courts  of  this  State.  It  is 
well  known  to  you  that  all  the  Judges  of  the  different  County 
Courts  are  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury,  and  yet  strange  as  it 
may  appear,  and  unreasonable  as  it  certainly  is,  the  city  of  Balti- 
more is  compelled  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Associate  Judges  of 
Baltimore  City  Court.  I  invite  your  earliest  attention  again  to 
this  important  subject,  in  the  hope  that  a  timely  application  to  the 
Legislature  will  not  be  unsuccessful. 

Our  city  has  been  with  one  exception,  exempt  from  any  ex- 
tensive or  destructive  fires  during  the  past  year.  Upon  every 
occasion  our  firemen  have  displayed  their  usual  promptitude 
and  activity.  Efforts  are  now  making  to  form  a  Firemen's  As- 
sociation, to  be  composed  of  delegates  from  the  respective  com- 
panies. If  this  measure  is  successful,  it  will  doubtless  pro- 
mote that  fellowship  and  harmony  of  action  which  is  at  all  times 
essential  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  for  which  this 
valuable  class  of  our  fellow  citizens  have  associated  them- 
selves. As  intimately  connected  with  this  subject  an  abundant 
supply  of  water  is  of  great  importance,  and  there  is  probably 
nothing  that  contributes  more  to  the  health,  comfort  and  con- 
venience of  our  citizens  than  a  plentiful  supply  of  pure  water. 
Some  experience  and  much  reflection  has  fully  confirmed  the  opin- 
ion which  I  have  heretofore  expressed  to  the  Council  in  a  former 
communication  in  relation  to  this  matter,  and  I  would  again  re- 
commend it  to  your  attentive  consideration. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  is  here- 
with submitted,  by  which  it  appears  that  another  male  and  female 
school  have  lately  been  put  in  operation,  in  the  southern  section 
of  our  city.  The  active  and  zealous  manner  in  which  the  School 
Commissioners  continue  to  exercise  their  important  trust,  entitles 
them  to  the  highest  commendation,  especially  when  it  is  remem- 
bered, that  actuated  by  a  desire  to  render  themselves  useful, 
not  only  to  the  present,  but  to  succeeding  generations  also,  they 
cheerfully  contribute  their  time  and  talents  to  this  noble  work 
without  any  pecuniary  compensation. 

In  connexion  with  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Schools,  there  is  a  subject  to  which  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  invite 
your  serious  consideration.  By  the  census  of  1830,  it  appeared  that 
there  was  at  that  time  within  the  limits  of  the  City,  14,297  white 
children,  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  years.  There  are  in 
the  City  about  175   schools,  which,  with  an  average  number  of 
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thirty  scholars  each,  accommodate  say  5250.  The  charity  schools 
of  the  City  probably  receive  1000  more.  Those  calculations  which 
are  in  the  main  extracted  from  a  former  report  of  the  school  com- 
missioners, apply  to  the  facts  as  they  existed  in  1830,  so  that  there 
were  at  that  time  about  8000  white  children  in  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, destitute  of  the  means  of  education,  although  in  the  inter- 
vening time  the  corporation  has  continued  its  laudable  exertions 
to  supply  this  striking  deficiency,  yet  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that 
the  rapid  increase  of  our  population  still  leaves  a  proportionate 
difference.  Aware  as  we  must  all  be  of  the  indispensable  impor- 
tance of  universal  education  in  a  popular  government,  it  is  one  of 
our  most  solemn  duties  to  provide  for  the  education  of  destitute 
children,  and  for  this  purpose,  after  making  provision  for  the  ne- 
cessary expenditures  of  our  municipal  government,  to  direct  all 
our  available  means  into  this  channel.  I  am  fully  sensible  that  our 
fellow  citizens  are  already  heavily  burthened  with  taxation,  and 
that  for  the  purposes  of  education  especially,  we  pay  much  more 
than  any  other  portion  of  our  fellow  citizens  in  the  State.  I  do  not 
therefore,  under  present  circumstances,  recommend  an  increase  of 
the  existing  assessment,  but  1  would  urge  upon  you  the  import- 
ance of  applying  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  for  assistance,  and 
such  an  application  would  certainly  be  favorably  received.  For 
we  have  a  claim  upon  the  justice  and  plighted  honor  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly  of  Maryland,  which  must  be  successful. 

By  the  26th  section  of  the  act  of  1825,  chap.  162,  it  is  enacted, 
"That  all  the  funds  hereafter  to  be  assigned  and  appropriated  for 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  public  instruction  as  relating  to 
primary  schools,  shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed  amongst  the 
several  counties  of  this  State  and  the  City  of  Baltimore,  when 
the  said  City  shall  have  established  Public  Schools,  either  by  au- 
thority delegated  to  the  said  City,  or  under  this  act,  according  to 
the  white  population  as  ascertained  by  the  last  preceding  census 
of  the  United  States." 

The  money  received  from  the  General  Government  for  interest 
upon  the  loans  made  by  the  State  during  the  late  war,  is  the  fund 
assigned  and  appropriated  for  this  purpose,  the  amount  of  which 
is  now  nearly  $100,000.  In  a  preceding  part  of  the  same  act, 
section  21st,  it  is  enacted,  "that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  regulate  Public 
Schools,  in  the  Cky,  provided  they  establish  a  system  of  educa- 
tion within  five  years  from  the  passage  of  the  act."  In  pursuance 
of  the  authority  thus  vested  in  them,  it  will  be  remembered,  that 
in  the  year  1828,  the  present  system  of  Public  Schools  was  put  in 
operation;  as  the  system  was  then  novel  in  our  community,  and  in 
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some  respects  utterly  untried,  it  required  some  experience  to  test, 
and  if  necessary,  to  improve  its  details,  with  the  aid  of  such  im- 
provements as  were  found  necessary,  and  under  the  superintend- 
ance  of  zealous  and  intelligent  commissioners,  the  system  is  now 
believed  to  be  generally  unexceptionable.  Having  thus  fulfilled  all 
the  provisions  required  of  us  by  the  act  of  Assembly  above  recit- 
ed, it  appears  to  me  that  we  may  now  approach  the  Legislature  in 
the  fullest  confidence,  with  a  request,  that  they  would  pay  over 
to  this  Corporation,  the  proper  proportion  of  the  fund  thus  liber- 
ally and  solemnly  pledged  to  this  noble  and  charitable  object. 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company  have  availed  them- 
selves of  the  provisions  of  an  Ordinance,  approved  June  25th, 
1830,  in  relation  to  the  payment  in  advance  of  the  whole  of  the 
residue  now  unpaid,  of  stock  subscribed  for  in  behalf  of  the  Cor- 
poration in  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,  upon  con- 
dition, (as  provided  for  in  the  said  Ordinance,)  that  the  Company 
pay  the  interest  upon  the  amount  advanced,  until  the  City  shall  be 
required  in  common  with  other  stockholders  to  pay  the  same  by 
regular  instalments,  and  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  have  accord- 
ingly advertized  for  the  necessary  loans. 

The  police  department  of  our  city  government  is  a  subject  of 
intense  interest,  whether  regarded  as  affecting  the  character  of 
our  city,  the  peace  and  quiet  of  our  citizens,  or  the  safety  of  their 
property.  The  Night  Watch,  as  a  part  of  this  system,  is  efficient 
and  well  organized,  but  our  police  in  other  respects  is  lamentably 
defective,  as  is  well  known  to  you— There  is  annually  twenty- 
four  City  Bailiffs  appointed,  seven  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  is 
the  whole  amount  of  compensation  allowed  to  them  by  the  Coun- 
cil, which  sum  is  divided  between  those  bailiffs  only  that  attend 
the  several  Markets,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  preserva- 
tion of  order,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  Ordinances;  therefore  it 
will  be  perceived,  that  for  all  other  duties  performed  by  the  City 
Bailiffs,  they  receive  no  compensation,  though  many  services  are 
required  of  them  by  the  Ordinances  of  the  City,  and  it  is  proper 
that  I  should  remark,  that  those  services  are  performed  to  as  great 
an  extent  as  could  be  expected  from  persons  who  receive  no  re- 
muneration from  the  City.  I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Council  to  this  important  subject,  with  a  confident 
hope,  that  their  wisdom  and  discretion  will  enable  them  to  adopt 
such  measures  as  may  seem  requisite  for  the  improvement  of  this 
branch  of  our  City  police. 

McElderry's  wharf  is  in  a  very  bad  condition,  many  of  the 
foundation  logs  are  decayed;  instead  of  attempting  to  repair  it, 
in  my  opinion,  it  would  be  sound  economy  to  build  a  substantial 
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stone  wharf  to  connect  with  the  one  already  built  upon  Dugan's 
wharf. 

The  report  of  the  trustees  of  the  poor  for  Baltimore  city  and 
county,  is  herewith  submitted,  by  which  it  will  be  perceived  that 
the  trustees  calculate  upon  being  enabled  to  extinguish  the  re- 
mainder of  the  debt  due  upon  the  Calverton  farm,  in  the  month 
of  May  next,  and  it  will  also  be  seen,  that  the  estimate  of  the 
City's  portion  of  the  expenses  of  the  Alms  House  for  the  pre- 
sent year,  is  seventeen  thousand  dollars,  being  one  thousand 
dollars  less  than  their  last  year's  estimate. 

The  City  Commissioners,  Port  Wardens,  Health  Commission- 
ers, Health  Officers,  Consulting  Physician,  and  the  visitors  of  the 
jail,  have  respectively  made  their  annual  reports  containing  a 
detailed  account  of  their  proceedings  for  the  past  year,  whic  hare 
herewith  submitted. 

The  following  statement,  taken  from  the  books  of  the  Register 
of  this  city,  will  exhibit  the  amount  of  the  stock  debt,  due  by  the 
city  on  the  31st  of  December,  1833.

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CITY  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


City  Commissioners'  Office, 

Baltimore,  1st  January,  1834. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 
Gentlemen: 

The  City  Commissioners  in  submitting  their  annual  report,  beg 
leave  to  refer  to  the  accompanying  abstract  of  expenditures,  for 
more  detailed  statement  of  the  disbursement  of  the  public  money 
placed  at  their  disposal. 

It  will  appear,  that  the  appropriations  were  generally  sufficient 
for  the  purposes  intended,  as  but  few  items  indicate  a  deficiency. 
The  paving  of  cross  streets,  repairing  of  paved  streets,  repairing 
sewers  and  bridges,  being  the  principal  objects  for  which  the  ap- 
propriations were  exceeded. 

The  repaving  of  sundry  streets  has  been  accomplished,  as  di- 
rected by  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  last  annual  session  of  the 
City  Council,  except  a  part  of  Eutaw,  French  and  Britton  streets; 
the  sum  appropriated  however,  for  the  above  mentioned  streets 
has  been  expended  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor.  A  part  of 
the  appropriation  for  constructing  a  gutter  in  Chatsworth  street, 
has  been  applied  in  filling  up  said  street,  and  it  is  believed,  that 
the  evil  complained  of  will  be  remedied  without  paving,  which  in 
the  event  of  an  application  to  pave  the  entire  street  would  be 
lost :  the  plan  adopted  has  met  the  approbation  of  the  property 
holders  in  that  vicinity. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  securing  and  improving 
the  springs  in  the  lot  belonging  to  the  corporation,  on  monument 
street,  and  from  the  result,  you  will  be  able  to  determine  on  the 
propriety  of  making  a  further  appropriation  for  that  object. 

A  good  and  substantial  bridge  has  been  constructed  over  Jones' 
Falls,  at  the  junction  of  Hillen  and  Pleasant  streets.  And  the 
sewers  directed  to  be  made  in  that  vicinity  have  been  completed, 
but  the  payment  for  the  latter  object  has  been  deferred  to  suit  the 
convenience  of  the  Register. 

The  result  of  boring  for  water  on  the  city  property,  near  the 
southern  termination  of  President  street,  has  been  satisfactory, 
after  perforating  the  earth  to  a  depth  of  one  hundred  and  three  feet, 
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(sixty  of  which  through  rock,)  a  supply  of  good  and  pure  water 
was  obtained. 

The  placing  of  flag  and  stepping  stones  authorized  at  the  former 
sessions  of  the  City  Council  has  been  accomplished,  but  the  ap- 
i  propriation  was  insufficient,  and  believing  each  case  to  be  equally 
i  necessary  there  seemed  to  be  no  alternative  but  to  rely  on  the  de- 
ficit being  met  at  the  present  session  ;  the  amount  will  he  found 
by  reference  to  the  abstract  above  mentioned. 

It  will  seem  by  reference  to  the  Journal  of  the  City  Council, 
to  have  been  intended  to  erect  five  plugs  in  Green  street,  Lexing- 
ton market,  and  Concord  street,  and  the  Water  Company  in  lay- 
ing new  pipes  in  the  vicinity  of  those  places,  stated  that  it  could 
be  done  more  conveniently  at  that  time  than  hereafter,  it  was  ac- 
cordingly done  with  our  sanction. 

The  late  heavy  rains  have  done  much  injury  to  bridges  and 
sewers,  and  it  will  require  a  considerable  augmentation  of  the  ap- 
propriations for  those  objects;  and  we  will  here  remark,  that  as  aeon- 
tract  has  been  made  for  the  paving  of  Lombard  street,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  raise  or  rebuild  the  bridge  over  Chatsworth  run  in 
that  street,  and  we  respectfully  suggest  an  appropriation  for  that 
purpose. 

The  resolution  of  the  Second  Branch  of  the  City  Council,  di- 
recting an  inquiry  into  the  expediency  of  coupling  pump  stocks 
with  iron,  instead  of  the  present  mode,  &c.  has  received  atten- 
tion, and  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  plan  suggested  would  not  be 
attended  with  any  advantage,  and  would  certainly  be  much  more 
expensive  ;  and  we  think  it  would  be  impracticable  for  any  one 
individual  to  attend  to  the  repairs  of  pumps,  as  promptly  as  it  is 
now  done  by  the  six  superintendants,  whose  duties  necessarily  dis- 
perse them  in  every  section  of  the  city. 

Baltimore  street,  from  Calvert  to  Sharp  street,  has  been  repav- 
ed,  under  the  law  providing  for  the  expense  to  be  paid  by  the 
proprietors  of  property,  and  the  corporation  jointly,  and  we  be- 
lieve the  work  has  given  general  satisfaction.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Gentlemen : 

In  compliance  with  an  Ordinance  approved  the  2d  day  of  April, 
1827,  the  undersigned  submit  their  separate  annual  report,  to- 
gether with  an  abstract  of  expenditures,  made  by  them  during  the 
year  1833,  as  Port  Wardens. 

The  deepening  and  improving  the  Harbor  being  the  principal 
object  requiring  attention,  has  not  failed  to  engross  much  of  our 
time,  and  in  order  to  operate  to  the  best  advantage,  at  an  early  pe- 
riod after  our  appointment  an  arrangement  was  made  to  exercise  a 
constant  supevision  of  the  machinery  and  hands  employed,  and 
we  believe  that  a  manifest  improvement  has  been  effected  by  our 
exertions. 

Under  applications  from  the  owners  of  private  property,  Fred- 
erick and  Gaj  street  docks  have  been  cleansed,  and  under  the  re- 
quisition of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  navigation  at  the  several 
public  wharves  have  received  the  proper  attention,  in  addition  to 
the  regular  operation  of  the  dredging  machinery  in  the  channel 
and  basin  : — Our  returns  show  that  108,785  tuns  of  mud  has  been 
raised  and  deposited  within  the  past  year. 

The  decayed  state  of  one  of  the  dredging  machines  induced  us 
to  commence  building  a  new  one,  which  will  be  completed  and 
ready  for  operation  early  in  the  Spring. 

The  piling  at  Montgomery  street  and  Albemarle  dock  has  been 
done,  and  as  much  of  the  filling  of  said  dock  accomplished  by  the 
discharging  machines  as  was  practicable,  the  balance  can  be  effect- 
ed by  the  hands  through  the  winter,  while  levelling  the  mud  de- 
posited in  that  vicinity,  and  we  would  here  invite  the  serious  at- 
tention of  the  Corporation  to  the  propriety,  and  even  necessity  of 
providing  another  place  of  deposite  for  the  sediment  hereafter  to 
be  raised  out  of  the  basin  and  channel,  and  it  is  believed,  the  pro- 
perty recently  purchased  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Caleb  Hall, 
presents  the  most  eligible  situation;  it  will  be  necessary,  however, 
to  construct  a  wharf  along  the  Port  Wardens'  line,  and  it  is  sug- 
gested that  authority  be  delegated  to  the  Port  Wardens  for  that 
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purpose.  The  present  deposites,  together  with  what  may  hereaf- 
ter be  taken  from  the  mouth  of  Jones'  Falls,  will  be  fully  sufficient 
to  fill  up  all  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  and  the  streets  pass- 
ing through  the  same. 

We  would  respectfully  invite  your  attention  to  the  propriety  of 
erecting  a  bridge  over  Harford  Run  at  Allisanna  street,  as  it  is 
expected,  that  street  will  be  filled  up  so  as  to  connect  with  Caro- 
line street  in  the  course  of  the  present  winter. 

Having  made  the  necessary  survey,  a  chart  has  been  prepared 
with  a  view  of  establishing  a  Port  Warden's  line,  from  Locust 
Point  to  Fort  McHenry,  &c.  agreeably  to  the  resolution  No.  39,  of 
the  last  session,  which  chart  is  herewith  submitted. 

Our  multifarious  duties  has  hitherto  prevented  the  preparation 
of  the  chart,  directed  by  resolution  No.  28,  but  it  will  receive  at- 
tention as  early  as  practicable.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PORT  WARDENS, 

Relative  to  Soundings  taken  in  the  Harbor. 


PORT  WARDENS'  OFFICE, 

Baltimore,  3d  January,  1834.

Sir, — At  your  request  the  Port  Wardens  have  carefully  ex- 
amined the  channel  of  our  Harbor,  from  Patterson's  to  Light 
street  wharf,  taking  such  ranges  in  sounding  as  will  be  better 
understood  by  reference  to  the  miniature  chart  herewith  submit- 
ted; the  number  of  soundings  taken  are  about  1300,  and  they  feel 
gratified  having  it  in  their  power  to  repeat  the  opinion  expressed 
in  their  annual  report,  that  a  considerable  improvement  has  been 
effected  within  the  past  year. 

The  depth  of  water  from  Patterson's  wharf  to  a  line  drawn 
from  the  State  Tobacco  Warehouse  to  the  watering  place,  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Basin,  is  not  less  than  fourteen  feet,  generally 
averaging  from  15  to  16  feet.  From  said  line  to  Bowly's  wharf, 
on  the  north  side  of  the  channel,  from  12  to  15  feet. 

From  Bowly's  wharf  down  the  south  side  of  the  channel  to  the 
aforesaid  line,  from  12  to  17  feet ;  generally  13  and  14  feet. 

From  the  line  above  mentioned,  in  the  middle  of  the  channel, 
up  to  Bowly's  wharf,  the  general  depth  is  14  feet ;  a  small  lump 
was  found  at  which  there  is  12  feet  water,  it  is  not  more  than  10 
feet  square. 

In  a  range  from  the  south  end  of  Bowly's  wharf  to  Camden  street 
not  less  than  11  feet  was  found. 

In  a  range  from  Camden  street  to  the  corner  of  Pratt  street  and 
Bowly's  wharf,  from  10  to  14  feet. 

From  Light  street  to  Bowly's  wharf,  in  a  range  50  feet  south 
of  Pratt  street  wharf,  from  10  to  13  feet. 

From  corner  of  Light  and  Pratt  streets,  to  the  south  end  of 
Bowly's  wharf,  1 1  to  14  feet. 

From  the  south  end  of  Bowly's  wharf,  along  said  Wharf  to 
Pratt  street,  12  to  15  feet. 

From  the  intersection  of  Light  street  and  Hughes'  Quay  to  the 
•outh  end  of  Bowly's  wharf,  9  to  14  feet. 
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From  Light  street  to  Harbaugh's  Wharf,  along  the  south  side 
of  the  Basin,  9  to  12  feet. 

It  will  also  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  chart,  that  those 
places  in  the  channel  which  indicate  the  least  depth,  are  very- 
few. 

The  soundings  were  taken  at  an  ordinary  full  tide,  the  stone 
wall  on  Pratt,  near  Light  street,  being  two  feet  six  inches  above 
the  surface  of  the  water.

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REPORT  OF  THE   COMMISSIONERS  OF  HEALTH. 


HEALTH  OFFICE, 

Baltimore,  December  31st,  1833. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Gentlemen  : 

In  obedience  to  the  thirty-third  section  of  an  Ordinance,  approv- 
ed March  24th,  1826,  we  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  a 
statement  of  our  accounts,  and  at  the  same  time,  to  report  on  the 
state  of  the  subjects  committed  to  our  charge,  viz : 

The  public  springs  and  fountains  are  in  good  condition — so  far 
as  relates  to  the  purity  of  the  water. 

The  streets,  &c.  have  been  kept  in  as  clean  condition  as  cir- 
cumstances would  permit. 

The  sales  of  street  manure,  you  will  find,  have  increased  con-* 
siderably,  but  we  still  experience  great  inconveniance  from  the 
want  of  suitable  places  of  deposit. 

Respecting  the  Ordinance  approved  Feb.  17th,  1832,  on  the 
subject  of  vaccination,  we  have  to  remark,  that  although  the  small- 
pox has  appeared  frequently  in  different  parts  of  the  City  this 
year,  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  carry  vaccination  further 
than  to  apply  it  in  the  immediate  neighborhoods  of  existing  cases, 
and  this  has  been,  on  every  occasion,  promptly  and  successfully 
done  by  the  Consulting  Physician,  accompanied  by  a  member  of 
this  Board,  and  thereby  that  frightful  disease  has  been  happily  kept 
from  spreading  its  baleful  effects  through  our  City. 

While  on  this  subject,  we  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  your 
honourable  body  to  the  important  fact,  that  after  this  day,  no  ac- 
cess can  be  had  with  infected  patients  to  the  Maryland  Hospital ; 
and  that,  therefore,  great  difficulty  and  danger  must  result  from 
the  want  of  a  similar  establishment. 

The  resolution  respecting  the  lease  of  Hospital  No.  3,  has  been 
fully  complied  with,  and  the  time  expiring  this  day,  the  key  is  de- 
livered up  to  the  lessor  ;  and  the  fixtures  sold  as  directed. 

The  resolution  relating  to  medicines,  shop  furniture,  &c.  has 
been  carefully  attended  to,  and  the  articles  are  safely  placed  in 
the  upper  part  of  the  City  Hall  back-building  ;  which  medicines 
shop  furniture,  together  with  bedding,  &c.  sufficient  for  the  ac 
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commodation  of  from  eighty  to  one  hundred  patients,  might  be  ad- 
vantageously appropriated  to  a  small-pox  hospital,  (in  our  appre- 
hension indispensible)  which,  we  would  respectfully  suggest, 
might  be  erected  on  a  lot,  belonging  to  the  City,  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Maryland  Hospital. 

The  resolution  approved  April  3d,  1833,  directing  the  erection 
of  a  vault  for  the  remains  of  sisters  Mary  Francis  and  Mary 
George,  has  been  complied  with,  in  a  style  respectful  to  the  memo- 
ry of  those  benevolent  ladies,  and  honorable  to  the  gratitude  and 
liberality  of  the  Corporation. 

The  Secretary's  annual  report  of  interments,  (now  in  the  prin- 
ters' hands)  shows  that  our  City  has  been  favored  by  a  beneficent 
Providence,  with  an  unusual  share  of  the  blessings  of  good  health 
throughout  this  year — On  this  subject,  please  be  referred  to  the 
accompanying  report  from  the  Consulting  Physician.

Sir, -^-Another  year  having  nearly  terminated,  and  finds 
our  city  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  blessings  of  good  health,  and 
without  having  suffered  from  any  epidemic  visitation  of  moment, 
affording  us  abundant  cause  of  gratitude  to  the  Almighty  disposer 
of  good  gifts. 

It  again  devolves  on  me,  to  report  occurrences  connected  with 
the  duties  of  the  office  I  have  the  honor  to  hold  for  the  past  sea- 
son. 

During  the  six  months,  commencing  the  1st  May,  and  terminat- 
ing on  the  31st  of  October  last,  I  have  to  report  634  arrivals ;  viz. 
68  ships,  239  brigs,  and  327  schooners  and  sloops,  from  foreign 
ports  and  coastwise.  The  receipts  therefrom  amount  to  2018 
dollars,  which  amount  after  deducting  10  per  centum  therefrom, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $1816  20  was  paid  over  monthly  into  the 
hands  of  the  city  Register  agreeably  to  law.  The  expenditures 
incurred  during  the  above  term,  including  wages  of  the  boatmen,* 
expenses  of  the  boat,  office  rent,  and  my  salary  ($600,)  amount 
to  $1455  13,  left  a  surplus  in  favor  of  the  city  of  $361  07. 

The  amount  cf  passengers  brought  to  this  city  by  the  different 
arrivals  during  the  above  mentioned  six  months  is  8684,  of  which 
amount  8339  were  foreigners,  and  345  were  citizens  of  the  Unit- 
ed States.  The  condition  of  the  emigrants,  (foreigners  I  mean,) 
as  far  as  came  under  my  observation,  was  much  of  the  same  char- 
acter as  reported  in  former  years,  but  fell  short  of  the  amount  of  the 
arrivals  in  1832  about  3000,  yet  nearly  double  the  amount  of  that  of 
1831;  they  will  no  doubt  drop  a  full  share,  (indeed  I  can  bear  testi- 
mony to  the  fact)  of  paupers  at  our  doors.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  that 
the  law  of  the  state,  imposing  a  tax  on  each  foreign  emigrant  over  the 
age  of  5  years,  could  not  have  been  so  framed  as  to  take  effect  at  aul 
earlier  day  ;  indeed  in  my  opinion,  (and  I  state  it  with  all  due  defer- 
ence,) the  tax  is  yet  too  small,  as  imposed  by  the  existing  law, 
being  either  one  or  two  dollars  less  than  that  exacted  in  Philadel* 
phia,  New  York  and  Boston,  as  I  am  informed,  and  the  cost  of  the 

iassage  to  the  different  sea  ports  is  nearly  the  same;  thus  the  em^ 
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igrant  finds  it  to  his  advantage  to  select  Baltimore  as  his  place  of 
landing;  being  also  from  50  to  100  miles  nigher  to  his  ultimate 
destination,  (L  allude  to  such  as  are  able  to  move  off'  without  much 
delay,)  and  with  increased  facilities  for  travelling,  for  in  examin- 
ing the  passengers  rolls,  I  have  generally  found  50  out  of  60  bound 
for  the  state  of  Ohio.  Thus,  in  addition  to  the  diminishing  of  his 
cash  expenditures,  he  (the  emigrant,)  is  much  nigher  to  his  ulti- 
mate port  of  destination,  and  as  the  amount  of  emigration,  so  is 
the  amount  of  pauperism  increased  on  our  hands. 

Two  passenger  vessels  arrived  during  the  past  season  at  quar- 
antine, having  on  board  a  number  of  cases  of  small-pox  (from 
Havre,)  and  were  consequently  detained  ;  the  severe  cases  were 
removed  to  the  hospital  (at  the  expense  of  the  vessel  and  owners,) 
such  as  could  be  well  attended  to  on  board  were  carefully  attend- 
ed to.  Those  vessels  were  thoroughly  cleansed,  ventilated  and 
disinfected  at  as  early  a  day  as  was  practicable.  Freights  being 
dull  at  this  port,  the  masters  were  anxious  to  proceed  homeward 
without  delay;  this  step  I  could  not  assent  to  until  their  condi- 
tion was  rendered  innoxious;  and  moreover,  had  I  suffered  them 
to  depart  under  such  circumstances,  that  most  loathsome  disease 
(small-pox,)  might  have  been  carried  amongst  the  unguarded  citi- 
zens of  another  district  of  our  country,  and  moreover,  the  effects 
might  eventually  have  been  returned  to  us  by  coasting  intercourse. 
I  therefore  have  made  it  an  invariable  rule,  to  take  as  much  pains 
with  those  vessels  that  have  our  waters  (with  delay)  to  proceed 
homeward,  as  though  they  were  to  discharge  at  our  wharves: 
Neither  of  those  infected  vessels  had  cargo  for  account  of  the 
merchants  of  this  city,  they  merely  came  to  land  their  passengers. 

The  regulations  of  the  Maryland  Hospital,  (which  will  in  a 
short  time  pass  into  the  hands  of  the  state  authorities,)  will  be 
likely  to  debar  us  from  the  privilege  of  sending  thereto,  persons 
who  may  arrive  laboring  under  contagious  or  infectious  diseases; 
therefore  some  provision  will  be  necessary  at  an  early  day  to  meet 
the  emergency;  for  such  disorders  are,  during  the  current  of  exces- 
sive emigration,  liable  to  be  introduced  amongst  us  at  all  seasons 
of  the  year.  But  you  will  no  doubt  have  some  suggestions  on 
this  head  from  another  branch  of  the  health  department.  I  will 
only  add  in  conclusion,  that  I  will  be  ready  to  enforce  to  the  ut- 
most of  my  feeble  abilities,  all  salutary  regulations  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  health  of  our  city.

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CONSULTING  PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


Baltimore,  December  31s£,  1833. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council. 

Turning  my  thoughts  towards  the  formation  of  my  annual  report  to 
the  city  authorities,  I  am  reminded  of  the  solemn  fact  that  the  annals 
of  our  history  scarcely  afford  a  more  terrific  scourge  to  mankind  and 
to  the  people  of  this  city,  than  the  epidemic  cholera  of  last  year;  and 
yet  it.  has  pleased  Providence  to  cause  the  present  year  to  be  the  most 
healthy  one  we  have  enjoyed  within  my  recollection. 

I  became  convinced  early  in  the  winter  of  the  present  year  that  our 
febrile  diseases  had  ceased  to  put  on  the  livery  of  the  disease  of  last 
year.  There  has  been  a  remarkable  abatement  in  the  sum  total  of 
diseases;  and  they  had  materially  changed  their  character  early  in  the 
spring.  An  abatement  in  the  disposition  of  the  contagion  of  small-pox 
to  spread ;  it  having  lost  its  malignancy  of  character ;  and  the  appear- 
ance of  swarms  of  new  insects,  convinced  me  early,  that  epidemic 
cholera  could  not  return  till  the  atmosphere  had  undergone  a  material 
change  ;  and  hence  it  was,  that  I  was  enabled  to  assure  the  Mayor 
and  Board  of  Health  early  in  June,  that  there  was  little  to  fear  from 
this  foe  to  human  life  at  that  time. 

By  reference  to  our  bills  of  mortality,  it  appears  that  there  was  few- 
er deaths  from  bilious  and  other  fevers  than  usual,  as  the  following  list 
will  show.  There  were  but  59  deaths  from  bilious  fever;  23  from  typhus 
fever;  5  from  intermittent  fever;  53  catarrhal  fever;  of  scarlet  fever,  the 
principal  epidemic  of  the  present  year,  and  which  had  nearly  ceased 
during  last  year,  there  were  141  deaths;  there  were  32  deaths  from 
small-pox,  although  the  disease  made  its  appearance  a  considerable 
number  of  times  ;  and  it  may  be  remarked,  that  most  of  the  cases  of 
this  disease,  were  among  the  intemperate  or  improvident;  and  it  ap 
pears  that  the  present  plan  of  neighborhood  vaccination  has  been  at- 
tended with  the  most  happy  results.    » 

I  have  thought  proper  to  remind  the  city  authorities,  that  with  this 
day  terminates  our  access  to  the  Maryland  hospital,  and  until  provision 
can  be  made  for  small-pox  patients,  the  Board  of  Health  will  labor 
under  great  difficulty.  It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  close  this  com- 
munication with  the  important  remark,  that  the  aspect  of  our  diseases 
indicate  a  favourable  state  of  the  atmosphere;  and  I  have  strong  hopes 
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that  diseases,  which  like  empires  have  their  rise  and  their  fall,  are 
likely  for  some  time  to  come,  perhaps  for  years,  to  assume  a  mild 
character,  and  lessen  in  amount  from  what  it  has  been  in  a  sickly  con- 
stitution of  years,  which  terminate  with  the  epidemic  cholera.  But  let 
us  not  for  one  moment  loose  sight  of  the  fact,  that,  cities  can  only  be 
healthy  while  the  utmost  vigilance  is  kept  up,  in  regard  to  every 
cleansing  process,  by  which  our  air  may  be  kept  pure.

From  the  amount  of  the  expenditure  above  stated,  and  the  expe- 
rience of  the  trustees  as  far  as  they  have  advanced  in  the  operations 
of  the  current  year,  they  are  of  opinion  the  sum  of  seventeen  thous- 
and dollars  will  be  required  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  and  for  con- 
tingencies for  the  year,  commencing  on  the  1st  May,  1834,  and  ending 
the  30th  April,  1835.  In  this  estimate  no  demand  is  included  for  in- 
terest ;  the  trustees  being  satisfied  a  sufficient  amount  will  be  realized 
from  balances  now  due  on  sales  of  property,  to  discharge  before  the 
end  of  the  present  year  the  remainder  of  the  Calverton  debt. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  report,  the  trustees  from  receipts  on  ac- 
count of  the  old  Alms  House  property,  and  which  were  carried 
equally  to  the  credit  of  the  city  and  county,  have  paid  to  the  Me- 
chanics' Bank  of  Baltimore  on  account  of  the  Calverton  debt,  three 
thousand  eight  hundred  dollars,  leaving  due  at  this  time  a  balance  of 
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four  thousand  dollars,  which  as  already  mentioned,  the  Trustees 
believe  may  be  extinguished  by  the  1st  day  of  May  next. 

The  document  marked  A  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  statement  of 
account,  will  show  the  articles  purchased  under  the  head  of  "supplies," 
among  these  will  be  found  some  more  costly  than  are  ordinarily  furnish- 
ed, which  were  ordered  for  the  use  of  the  sick  during  the  cholera,  and 
articles  of  extra  clothing  distributed  as  rewards  among  those  whose 
conduct  had  been  exemplary  during  that  trying  time. 

The  table  marked  B,  will  show  that  there  were  admitted  into  the 
house  during  the  year  ending  30th  April,  1833,  including  21  births, 
900  paupers;  discharged  340;  bound  29;  deceased  327;  eloped  334; 
leaving  415  paupers,  including  those  before  in  the  house, 

The  table  marked  C,  exhibits  the  monthly  average  to  be  358  6-12 
city  paupers,  and  37  5-12  strangers ;  the  city  being  charged  with 
2-3  of  the  latter. 

The  document  marked  D  exhibits  the  articles  made  up,  or  manufac 
tured  in  the  house  by  the  paupers,  together  with  the  value  of  the  same. 
The  document  marked  E,  exhibits  the  products  of  the  farm  for  the 
year.     This  document  also  contains  an  account  of  the  work  done  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  farmer. 

There  accompanies  this  report  an  account  marked  F,  of  the  medi- 
cal and  surgical  cases  in  the  house  during  the  year,  showing  the  num- 
ber cured,  relieved,  &c.

Commissioners  of  public  schools 

TO  THE 

MAYOR  AND  CITY  COUNCIL, 


To  the  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 
Gentlemen: 

The  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools,  have  the  honor  to  trans- 
mit their  report  for  the  year  1833,  being  their  fifth  annual  report. 
j      Upon  the  re-organization  of  the  board  in  January   last,  Mr. 
Cushing  was  chosen  President,  and  Mr.  Cohen,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer. 

In    their  former    communications,  and  more  particularly  in 
their  third  annual  report,  the  Commissioners  have  explained  so 
fully  the  structure  and  arrangement  of  the  schools,  and  the  prin- 
ciples upon  which  they  have  endeavored  to  conduct  them,  that 
j  they  think  it  unnecessary  again  to  enter  upon  these  topics  in  this 
place.     They  have  seen  no  reason  to  change  their  views  in  any 
material  point.     The  experience  of  two  successful  years  since 
the  date  of  the  third  annual  report  above  referred  to,  has  sat- 
isfied the  Commissioners,  that  the  size,  structure,  local  position 
and  interior  arrangement  of  the  schools,  are  well  adapted|to  ; the 
purposes  for  which  they  were  designed;  and  the  mild,  but  firm  gov- 
ernment that  has  been  introduced  into,  and  has  sustained  the  dis- 
cipline of  the  schools,  has  established  the  fact,  and  has  justified 
the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  formerly  expressed,  that  corpo- 
ral punishment  is  not  absolutely  necessary,  and  ought  rarely  io 
be  employed  in  a  well  regulated  school.    It  is  admitted,  however, 
that  the  want  of  this,  the  ordinary  means  of  co-ercion  and  control, 
must  be  supplied  by  the  influence  of  a  superior  understanding, 
accompanied  by  the  talent  of  command  ;  by  the  high  qualities, 
moral,  physical  and  intellectual,  of  him  whose  look  must  win  or 
overawe,  and  whose  spirit  must  pervade  the  whole ;  and  in  pro- 
portion as  these  endowments  are  wanting,  must  the  disturbing 
elements  of  force  and  fear  be  introduced  to  supply  their  place. 
8 
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In  the  ichools  conducted  by  Mr.  Rittenhouse  and  Mr.  Robin- 
•on,  the  rod  is  but  little  used,  and  ferruling,  which  we  consider 
the  relic  of  a  barbarous  age,  has  been  prohibited  by  the  Commis- 
sioners in  all  the  schools.  On  the  subject  of  discipline,  Mr. 
Roszel  in  his  report  of  23d  December  inst.  says,  "when  I  con- 
sider the  flagrant  absurdity,  which  the  idea  of  managing  a  large 
number  of  youths  without  occasional  flogging  presented  to  my 
mind,  and  the  likelihood  of  the  attainableness  of  such  an  object 
which  subsequent  experiment  has  demonstrated,  I  believe  that 
to  secure  such  an  end,  unremitted  and  vigilant  exertion  is  alone 
requisite.  When  presented  to  my  mind  it  appeared  barely  pos- 
sible ;  it  is  now  ascertained  to  be  the  truth,"  &c. 

Mr.  Roszel  is  now  at  the  head  of  male  school,  No.  3,  in  Ais- 
quith  street,  vacated  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Coffin.  This 
school  had  dwindled  from  its  former  high  standing  and  prosperity 
almost  to  nothing,  but  since  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Roszel  it  has 
been  well  conducted,  and  is  slowly,  but  we  hope  steadily  and 
permanently  regaining  the  confidence  it  had  lost.  This  is  the 
only  change  of  teacher  that  has  taken  place  in  any  of  the  schools, 
since  the  date  of  our  last  report.  The  rest  have  been  conducted 
throughout  the  year  by  their  former  teachers,  with  their  usual 
ability  and  zeal,  and  at  the  general  examinations  of  all  the  schools, 
held  a  few  days  ago  by  the  Commissioners  in  person,  they  were 
found  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition  as  to  order  and  improve- 
ment. 

As  it  is  the  wish  and  indeed  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners,  to 
givetheJCouncil  a  regular  narrative  of  their  proceedings,  they  will 
connect  this  with  their  last  annual  report,  by  calling  the  attention 
of  the  Council  to  the  objects  which,  either  in  progress  or  antici- 
pation, then  engaged  the  attention  of  the  board.     These  were  the 
finishing  of  the  buildings  then  commenced  at  the  corner  of  Han- 
over and  Lee  streets,  and  the  establishment  of  the  schools,  it  was    : 
intended  to  accommodate — the  erection  of  a  female  school  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Aisquith  street,  near  No.  3,  and  the  construction 
of  a  building  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  schools  at  Fell's 
Point.     The  Commissioners  are  happy  in  being  able  to  state,  that 
all  these  objects  have  been  attended  to,  and  have  been  either 
fully  accomplished,  or  such  arrangements  made  in  reference  to 
them,  that  their  completion  need  not  be  protracted  beyond  the 
ensuing  year.      The  very  simple  but  elegant  structure  at  the 
corner  of  Hanover  and  Lee  streets,  is  now  finished,  it  is  as  we 
formerly  stated,  intended  for  the  accommodation  of  both  sexes,  in 
separate  apartments,  with  separate  yards  and  entrances  to  each, 
and  is  so  contrived,  that  unless  there  be  culpable  negligence  on 
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the  part  of  the  teachers,  the  children  cannot  interfere  with  one 
another.  These  schools  will  go  into  operation  on  the  2d  of  Jan- 
uary, of  the  coming  year;  the  male  school  under  the  charge  of 
Mr.  Stone,  and  the  female  school  under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  King. 
A  number  of  scholars  have  been  already  admitted,  and  will  take 
their  places  on  that  day,  as  all  the  essential  interior  arrangements 
have  been  completed,  and  made  ready  for  their  reception. 

That  very  eligible  lot  at  the  N.  E.  coiner  of  Front  and  Pitt 
streets,  has  been  purchased  by  the  Commissioners  for  the  female 
school  so  long  wanted  in  that  quarter,  to  correspond  with  male 
school  No.  3.  The  building  now  upon  the  lot  is  sufficiently 
large,  and  it  is  supposed  will  answer  the  purpose  with  a  little 
alteration  and  Cmbellishment,  and  the  Commissioners  will  proceed 
to  organize  the  school  early  in  February  next,  by  which  time  full 
possession  will  be  had,  and  it  is  thought,  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments can  be  made. 

As  a  site  for  the  building  proposed  to  be  erected  at  Fell's 
Point,  the  Commissioners  have  purchased  a  spacious  and  very  fa- 
vorably situated  lot  at  the  corner  of  Market  and  Bank  streets,  and 
it  is  proposed  to  erect,  early  in  1834,  a  building  in  all  respects 
equal,  and  similar  to  those  already  provided  in  other  parts  of  the 
city.  When  this  is  done,  so  far  as  buildings  are  concerned,  the 
school  system  will  require  nothing  further  for  some  time  for  the 
accommodation  of  pupils  under  elementary  instruction,  and  thus 
the  object  of  primary  education  will  have  been,  in  a  great  measure, 
attained ;  the  Commissioners,  however,  have  kept  steadily  in  view 
an  extended  sphere  of  operations,  and  they  anxiously  look  for- 
ward to  the  period  when  they  shall  be  put  in  possession  of  the 
means  to  establish  a  higher  grade  of  schools,  whereby  under  the 
same  system,  economy  of  expenditure  and  efficiency  of  instruc- 
tion will  be  combined  in  the  same  institutions,  and  those  institu- 
tions so  widely  and  equally  distributed,  that  our  citizens  will  be 
enabled,  thoroughly,  to  educate  their  children,  and  at  an  expense 
so  moderate  as  to  fall  within  the  means  of  almost  every  individual 
in  the  community. 

The  very  desirable  result,  so  far,  has  been  attained  much  more 
early  than  it  would  otherwise  have  been,  by  the  funds  derived 
from  the  sale  of  the  old  Alms  House  property.  In  our  report  of 
last  year  we  communicated  to  the  Council,  the  sale  which  had 
been  effected  of  the  whole  of  that  property,  with  the  exception 
of  the  acre  directed  to  be  laid  off  and  reserved  for  the  use  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company.  That  compa- 
ny having  declined  the  gift,  by  failure  to  comply  with  its  condi- 
tions, the  Commissioners,  upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited 
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by  the  ordinance,  advertised  the  property  for  sale,  and  after  some 
delay,  and  a  good  deal  of  negociation,  sold  the  same  to  Messrs. 
Neff  and  Williamson,  for  the  sum  of  3,500  dollars,  cash,  which 
sum  has  been  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  school  fund,  and  will  be 
applied  as  the  ordinance  directs.

The  whole  amount  of  tuition  money  received  this  year  is 
$ 2075  71,  which  is  considerably  more  than  was  received  in  the 
year  1832,  and  makes  a  larger  annual  average  attendance. 

The   Treasurer's   account,  hereunto   annexed,  will  show  the 

items  of  receipt  and  expenditure,  and  from  what  sources  and  to 

what  objects,  they  have  been  respectively  received   and   applied. 

The  Commissioners  will  now  proceed  to  the  estimates  for  the 

ensuing  year.

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— for  which,  however,  the  fund  of  1835  may  be  anticipated,  if 
required,  and  therefore,  under  the  present  limited  system,  Un- 
usual appropriation  will  be  sufficient;  the  operations  of  the  Com- 
missioners being  always  framed  upon  a  scale  commensurate  with 
their  resources. 

As  the  labours  of  the  commission  will  soon  be  spread  over  a 
much  wider  space,  by  the  establishment  of  the  additional  schools. 
the  period  has  arrived  when  it  will  be  proper  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  Commissioners,  not  so  much  that  the  burthen  may  fall  more 
lightly  upon  each,  as  that  it  may  be  better  sustained,  and  that  the 
moral  influence  of  the  schools  may  diffuse  itself  more  widely  over 
the  bosom  of  society.  They  therefore  recommend  that  the  num- 
ber of  Commissioners  be  increased.

JAIL  OF   BALTIMORE  CITY  AND  COUNTY, 


To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Maryland,  passed  at  December  session,  1831,  chapter  58, 
the  Board  of  Visiters  of  the  Jail  of  Baltimore  city  and  countj 
present  their  annual  report. 

The  document  marked  A,  exibits  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  jail,  from  26th  November,  1832,  to  26th  No- 
vember, 1833.  The  whole  expense  to  the  City  and  County  for 
maintenance  of  prisoners,  salaries  of  officers  and  incidentals,  is 
$7810  31 ;  the  portion  of  this  amount  properly  chargeable  to  Bal- 
timore city,  being  6-7  (regard  being  had  to  the  number  of  pri- 
soners, and  the  expense  of  keeping  the  same,  which  have  been 
sent  from  Baltimore  county  and  Baltimore  city,)  is  $6694  55. 
The  whole  cost  of  repairs  during  the  year  is  $239  60,  of  which 
1-2  viz.  $119  80  is  chargeable  to  the  city,  making  the  total  ex- 
pense to  the  city  on  account  of  last  year's  operations,  $6814  35. 
By  reference  to  our  last  annual  report  it  will  be  perceived,  that  for 
the  reasons  therein  stated  the  jail  expenses  had  been  so  unusually 
heavy  as  to  exceed  the  city's  appropriation  ;  the  amount  of  this  ex- 
cess has  been  ascertained  to  have  been  incorrectly  stated ;  it  should 
have  been  $457  88,  which  sum  added  to  the  expenses  of  the  past 
year,  makes  up  the  whole  sum  for  which  we  have  been  called 
upon  to  provide,  viz.  $7272  23.  Its  payment  has  been  effected 
by  the  city's  proportion  of  jail  fees,  amount  $3221  20:  two  years 
tax  on  licences  to  retailers  of  spirituous  liquors,  paid  by  the  Reg- 
ister of  the  city,  under  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance  of  the  city 
of  Baltimore,  approved  23d  January,  1833,  and  amounting  to 
$1961  24;  together  with  the  sum  of  $2100  of  the  levy  for  the 
use  of  the  jail,  leaving  a  balance  of  $10  21  still  in  the  hands  of 
the  warden. 
10 
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In  addition  to  the  amount  which  will  probably  be  received  from 
licenses  to  retailers  of  spirituous  liquors,  we  estimate  that  the 
sum  of  $3000,  should  be  included  in  the  levy  to  pay  jail  expen- 
ses from  26th  November,  1833,  to  26th  November,  1834. 

The  document  marked  B,  exibits  the  usual  statistical  account  of 
the  jail.  We  regret  to  notice  a  considerable  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  prisoners  during  the  year.  The  daily  average  last  year 
was  88;  in  1832  it  was  75.  The  number  of  persons  committed 
during  the  past  year  exceeds  those  of  the  preceding,  by  432  ;  and 
the  increased  number  of  days  in  confinement,  amounts  to  3818. 
This  increase  is  principally  in  the  criminal  department,  notwith- 
standing the  repeal  of  the  law  prohibiting  imprisonment  for  debts 
under  $30;  the  number  of  debtors  in  1833  does  not  much  exceed 
that  of  1832. 

The  Warden  and  other  other  officers  attached  to  the  institution 
have  faithfully  performed  their  duty,  and  the  arrangements  and 
discipline  of  the  jail  continue  to  do  them  credit.  To  the  indefat- 
igable exertions  of  the  warden,  we  are  indebted  for  the  introduc- 
tion into  the  jail  yard  of  a  copious  spring  of  pure  water,  which 
was  very  much  needed,  the  pumps  affording  but  a  scanty  supply, 
and  that  of  an  inferior  quality.  The  arrangements  attending  this 
operation  not  being  yet  completed,  its  cost  does  not  appear  in  the 
accounts  of  the  past  year.  It  will  probably  not  exceed  $500;  a 
sum  small  indeed  when  compared  with  the  actual  value  of  the  im- 
provement.

It  will  be  seen  that  this  controversy  of  near- 
ly thirty  years  duration,  and  of  great  magnitude,  is  finally  deter- 
mined in  favor  of  the  Corporation. 

Since  the  decision  of  the  case,  I  have  obtained  and  paid  over  to 
the  City  Register  all  the  moneys  which  had  been  paid  into  the 
Chancery  Court,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly, 
authorizing  the  Chancellor  to  appoint  a  receiver  to  collect  the 
wharfage  during  the  pending  of  the  suits.

I  have  also  obtained  an  order  requiring  Mr.  Dugan  to  account 
for  the  wharfage  collected  by  him,  and  a  commission,  to  take  tes- 
timony in  relation  to  his  collections. 

The  opinion  of  the  Court  in  this  case  settles  other  questions,  be- 
sides the  one  immediately  in  issue  between  the  parties,  which*may 
be  of  importance  to  the  Corporation.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
Court  recognizes  a  full  and  unqualified  property  in  the  City,  of 
all  the  ground  extending  from  the  end  of  the  Market  house  to  the 
Warden's  line,  to  be  disposed  of  in  any  manner  most  beneficial  to 
the  city  ;  contrary  to  the  opinion  which  had  heretofore  been  en- 
tertained by  many,  that  it  could  only  be  used  for  the  extension  of 
the  Market  house. 

It  will  also  be  seen  that  the  Court  declare  all  wharves  at  the 
end  or  sides  of  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  to  be  public  wharves,  and 
under  the  control  and  regulation  of  the  City  ;  a  right  always 
claimed  by  the  City,  but  which  has  been  frequently  disputed,  and 
as  I  believe,  never  before  settled  by  any  judicial  decision. 

It  is  proper  also  to  state,  that  in  the  argument  of  the  case  be- 
fore the  Court  of  Appeals,  we  were  informed  by  two  of  the 
judges,  that  in  the  case  of  Carroll  vs.  Creighton,  (which  was  de- 
cided several  years  ago,  but  in  which  no  opinion  was  filed,)  judg- 
ment was  rendered  upon  the  ground  that  the  wharf  in  question 
was  a  public  wharf,  belonging  to  the  State.  This  case  involved 
the  right  of  the  Corporation  to  collect  wharfage  on  Smith's 
wharf.

The  object  of  the  bill  filed  in  this  case,  was  to  restrain  the  cor- 
poration from  removing  the  buildings  of  the  complainant  on  Wa- 
ter street,  under  the  act  for  widening  and  extending  King  George 
street  and  Water  street,  until  he  should  be  paid  the  balance  of  the 
damages  awarded  to  him  by  the  Assessors  under  the  said  act,  and 
also  interest  upon  said  damages.

OPINION  OF  THE  COURT 

IN  THE    CASE   OF 

Dugan  and  McElderry  vs.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal 

timore, 

AND 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  vs.  Cumberland  Dugan 


The  appeal  of  Dugan  and  McElderry  against  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  will  first  be  considered. 

The  right  of  the  appellants  to  collect  the  wharfage  in  question, 
has  in  the  argument  been  asserted  to  arise  under  the  Act  of  As- 
sembly of  1745,  c.  q.  S.  10,  which,  in  reference  to  the  town, 
(now  city  of  Baltimore,)  declares  "that  all  improvements  of  what 
kind  soever,  either  wharves,  houses  or  other  buildings  that  have, 
or  shall  be  made  out  of  water  or  where  it  usually  flows,  shall  (as 
an  encouragement  to  such  improvers,)  be  forever  deemed  the 
right,  title  and  inheritance  of  such  improvers,  their  heirs  and  as- 
signs forever."  But  this  Act  of  Assembly  gives  no  support  to 
the  claims  in  aid  of  which  it  has  been  invoked.  The  improvement 
made  by  Dugan  and  McElderry  in  front  of  the  Market  house  lot, 
is  not  such  an  improvement  as  is  justified  by  that  Act  of  Assem- 
bly ;  so  to  construe  it,  would  be  to  give  it  a  literal,  not  a  sound  or 
rational  interpretation.  The  improvements  authorised  and  en- 
couraged, were  those  made  by  improvers  in  front  of  their  own 
lots,  not  of  their  neighbors.  The  legislature  never  designed  such 
invasion  of  the  rights  of  private  property  ;  nor  indeed  had  they 
the  power  to  legalize  it  if  such  had  been  their  intention.  But  if 
this  Act  of  Assembly  could  have  sustained  the  appellants,  he  has 
waived  all  claim  to  relief  under  it,  by  withdrawing  his  first  bill 
of  complaint,  and  filing  his  third  as  a  substitute  therefor. 

His  title  to  wharfage,  if  it  exist  at  all,  is  derived  from  the  per- 
mission for  his  improvement  granted  in  1794,  by  the  Commission- 
ers of  Baltimore  town.  This  permission  or  contract,  if  it  may  be 
so  called,  is,  it  has  been  insisted  on  the  part  of  the  appellants,  a 
nullity,  and  discharged  of  all  obligation  as  respects  Dugan  ;  be- 
cause the  town  commissioners  having  under  the  act  of  1784,  ch. 
62,  no  power  to  extend  their  grounds  but  in  the  extension  of  the 
Market  house,  could  confer  no  such  authority  as  that  which  has 
been  exerted  by  Dugan  and  McElderry.  This  assertion  is  in  di- 
rect contradiction  to  the  positive  allegations  contained  in  their 
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bills.  To  ascertain  its  correctness  however,  it  becomes  necessary 
o  examine  into  the  nature  ai.d  extent  of  the  interest  of  the  town 
Commissioners  in  the  Market  house  property,  and  the  "  privilege" 
of  extension  therewith  conferred.  If  as  it  alleged,  this  'privilege' 
was  nothing  more  than  that  of  extending  the  market  house  to  the 
channel  of  the  basin,  it  is  evident  thatDugan  and  McElderry  de- 
rived from  those  commissioners,  no  such  authority  as  that  which 
has  been  exercised  under  their  permission. 

The  solution  of  this  inquiry,  depends  entirely  on  the  true  con- 
struction of  the  second  section  of  the  said  act  of  1784,  which 
enacts  that  Samuel  Smith  and  others,  "shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  by  this  act,  to  build  and  erect  a  Market  house,  on  a  par- 
cel of  ground  situate  in  the  said  town  opposite  Harrison  street, 
beginning  on  Baltimore  street,  and  running  thence  south  parallel 
with  Gay  street,  of  the  width  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  to 
Water  street,  with  the  privilege  of  extending  the  same  to  the 
channel,  and  that  the  said  market  house  when  erected,  and  the 
ground  whereon  the  same  shall  be  built,  with  the  privilege  afore- 
said, shall  be,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  vested  in  the  said 
commissioners  of  Baltimore  town,  and  their  successors  forever, 
from  and  immediately  after  the  said  market  house  shall  be  built 
and  erected,  to  hold,  possess  and  enjoy  the  same  market  house, 
ground  and  privilege  aforesaid,  to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
said  town,  in  as  full  and  ample  manner  as  if  the  said  commission- 
ers had  been  legally  constituted  a  body  politic,  and  corporate  in- 
deed, and  in  name;  provided  always,  that  the  said  Samuel  Smith 
and  others,  "  shall  erect  and  build  the  said  market  house,  in  a 
good,  substantial,  workmanlike  manner,  according  to  such  plan 
and  dimensions  as  the  commissioners  of  Baltimore  town  shall  ap- 
prove, on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  March,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty  seven."  What  vested  in  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Baltimore  town  under  this  legislature  provision,  is  the 
question  to  be  determined.  That  the  market  house  when  built 
passed  to  them  is  undenaible,  but  what  quantity  of  ground  was 
transferred  with  it,  is  a  matter  not  so  self  evident.  To  give  to 
this  enactment  a  superficial  examination,  or  literal  interpretation, 
and  it  might  be  said,  that  no  more  ground  passed  to  the  commis- 
sioners than  that  which  the  market  house  built  actually  occupied. 
But  when  we  advert  to  the  size  of  the  ground,  the  privilege  con- 
ferred as  to  its  extension,  the  nature  of  a  market  house,  its  proba- 
ble dimensions,  the  facilities  necessary  to  its  beneficial  enjoyment, 
and  the  benevolent  designs  of  the  legislature  manifested  in  rela- 
tion thereto,  it  is  impossible  to  doubt,  that  they  intended  to  vest 
in  the  Commissioners  the  entire  ground  described.     Give  to  their 
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act  a  different  exposition,  and  the  market  house  is  stript  of  its 
most  valuable,  nay,  inseparable  appendages;  it  no  longer  exists  as 
of  public  utility.  Houses  might  be  built  in  immediate  contact 
with  its  sides,  and  wagons,  carts,  and  such  other  vehicles  as 
usually  attend  a  public  market  are  wholly  excluded,  there  being 
no  place  appropriated  for  their  reception.  Who  ever  "saw  or 
heard  of  a  market  house  without  public  avenues  or  highways  on 
its  sides  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public.  That  it  was  in- 
tended for  the  market  house  to  cover  the  entire  ground,  by  being 
erected  of  a  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  width,  is  an  idea  too  absurd 
to  be  indulged  for  a  moment,  indeed  it  is  distinctly  repudiated  by 
the  conclusion  of  the  aforegoing  section  of  the  law,  which  pro- 
vides that  the  market  house  shall  be  built  of  such  plan  and 
dimensions  as  the  commissioners  should  approve.  If  the  legisla- 
ture meant  to  convey  nothing  more  than  the  ground  actually 
covered  by  the  market  house ;  what  motive  could  have  prompted 
them  to  transfer  the  privilege,  not  only  of  extending  to  the  channel 
the  lot  occupied  by  the  market  house,  but  also  the  water  front  of 
the  lots  on  the  east  and  west  sides  of  it.  Our  construction  of  this 
clause  in  the  Act  of  Assembly,  in  relation  to  the  limits  of  the 
ground  which  was  granted,  is  not  only  consistent  with  the  spirit 
and  objects  of  the  law,  but  is  in  accordance  with  its  terms  arid 
expressions.  It  describes  the  ground  suitable  for  the  purpose,  au- 
thorises the  erection  of  a  market  house  thereon,  and  then  grants 
the  market  house  with  the  ground  on  which  it  was  built.  On 
what  ground  was  it  built?  On  that  ground  which  was  described, 
and  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  The  entire  parcel  of 
ground  clearly  passed  to  the  town  Commissioners. 

It  was  contended  in  the  argument,  that  in  the  grant  of  the 
"privilege  of  extending  the  same  to  the  channel,"  the  relative 
term  "  same,"  there  used,  referred  to  the  market  house,  and  not  to 
the  ground  whereon  it  was  to  be  erected.  If  such  were  the  de- 
sign of  the  General  Assembly,  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  by  what 
motives  they  were  actuated.  What!  extend  a  market  house 
fourteen  hundred  feet  through  the  marsh,  and  into  the  water  to 
the  very  channel  of  the  basin,  and  leave  in  contact  with  each  side 
of  it,  such  a  marsh  and  depth  of  water  as  would  preclude  all  pos- 
sibility of  approaching  it  but  through  its  northern  extreminty.  It 
has  been  common  to  grant  the  privilege  of  extending  lots  of 
ground  into  the  basin  ;  but  it  is  perhaps  the  first  time  that  it  ever  was 
alleged,  that  an  authority  was  granted  to  extend  houses  into  navi- 
gable water.  There  is,  however,  nothing  to  warrant  this  construc- 
tion, according  to  the  obvious  meaning  and  grammatical  interpre- 
tation of  the  sentence,  the  relative  "  same"  agrees  with  its  more 
13 
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immediate  antecedent  "ground,"  and  the  ground  referred  to  is  the- 
market  house  lot,  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  wide. 

That  the  "  privilege"  thus  conferred  with  the  ground  which 
might  be  reclaimed  under  it,  were  vested  in  the  town  Commission- 
ers in  fee  simple,  there  is  no  room  for  the  suggestion  of  a  doubt. 
But  it  is  insisted  on  in  the  bills  of  complaint,  and  in  the  argu- 
ment at  bar,  that  its  use  and  enjoyment  by  the  City,  is  exclusively 
limited  to  the  erection  of  a  market  house  thereon. 

If  such  were  the  intention  of  the  legislature,  it  is  impossible  to 
collect  it  from  their  act.  They  have  used  no  words  of  limitation 
or  restriction,  as  to  the  purposes  to  which  this  extension  of  ground 
was  to  be  appropriated,  nor  can  any  be  inferred  from  the  nature  of 
the  grant,  its  subject  matter,  or  any  of  the  circumstances  attending 
it.  On  the  contrary,  they  declare  that  this  "  privilege'7  shall  vest 
in  the  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  town,  and  their  successors 
forever,  "  to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  town."  Thus 
leaving  the  mode  of  its  enjoyment,  the  purposes  to  which  it  was 
to  be  applied,  to  the  sound  discretion  of  those  who  were  created^ 
the  trustees  or  guardians  of  the  interests  of  the  town.  These 
Commissioners  acting  in  its  behalf  and  for  its  benefit,  might  have 
improved  this  "privilege  "themselves,  by  filling  up  from  time  to 
time,  or  at  any  time,  this  immense  space  or  any  part  of  it ;  or  em- 
ployed or  permitted  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  to  them 
seemed  reasonable  and  just,  other  persons  to  do  so  under  this 
power,  and  in  virtue  of  their  permission,  the  improvement  of  Du- 
gan  and  McElderry  has  been  effected.  Their  rights  then  over 
the  wharves  and  ground  extended  in  front  of  the  market  house 
lot,  depend  altogether  upon  the  construction  that  may  be  given  to 
the  permission  they  received  from,  or  in  other  words,  the  con- 
tract they  made  with  the  town  Commissioners.  Upon  this  subject 
as  far  as  Dugan  and  McElderry's  claim  to  wharfage  is  concerned, 
we  think  the  permission  or  contract  under  which  they  acted  too 
explicit  and  unambiguous,  to  permit  us  to  entertain  even  a  mo- 
mentary doubt.  In  the  wharves  and  canal  to  be  constructed,  the 
town  Commissioners  neither  gave,  nor  intended  to  give  to  Dugan 
and  McElderry  any  right  of  domain  or  of  property.  Their  attempt 
to  charge  wharfage,  therefore  has  no  colorable  pretext  to  support 
it,  and  is  a  violation  of  the  spirit  and  meaning  of  that  condition, 
imposed  by  the  town  Commissioners,  which  declares  "that  the 
said  canal,  wharves  and  streets  on  each  side  of  said  canal  be  a 
common  highway,  and  free  for  the  public  use."  A  distinct  annun- 
ciation to  Dugan  and  McElderry,  that  they — no  right  thereon,  but 
in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  community. 
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Great  stress  appears  to  be  placed  on  the  fact,  that  the  canal  and 
wharves  were  made  by  Dugan  and  McElderry  at  an  immense  ex- 
penditure of  money;    and  that  the  health  and  commerce  of  the 
■city  have  been  greatly  promoted  by  their  "improvements."     And 
we  are  left  to  infer  that  all  this  has  been  done,  with  the  most  pa- 
triotic, public  spirited  and  disinterested  motives,  with  a  single  eye 
to  the  public  benefit.     That  this  effort,  by  the  corporate  authori- 
ties of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  deprive  them  of  this  wharfage  ; 
their  only  return  for  this  enormous  expense  of  money  and  labor, 
is  an   act  of    ingratitude,   persecution,  oppression   and  injustice, 
which  should  excite  the  indignation  and  sympathies  of  this  court. 
Are  these  grievances  complained  of,  well  founded  ?     Were  these 
the  considerations   which  induced  the  complainants  to  engage  in 
their  laborious  and  expensive  undertaking  ?     Is  this  wharfage  the 
only  remuneration  they  receive  for  their  inordinate  sacrifices  ?    A 
slight  comparison  of  their  conditions  before  and  after  the  comple- 
tion of  their  "  improvement,  "  will  rectify  any  misapprehension 
on  this  subject,  that  might  otherwise  arise.     In  1794  Dugan  and 
McElderry  were  the  owners  of  two  lots,  fronting  on  the  water, 
and  adjoining  the  market  house,  the  one  being  on  the  west  side  of 
it,  the  other  on  the  east.      Whether  the  front  of  each  of  those 
lots  was  thirty,  forty,  fifty,  or  one  hundred  feet,  on  Water  street, 
is  not  shown  by  the  record.     Suppose  Dugan  and  McElderry  had 
extended  their  lots  into  the  basin,  to  the  channel  or  Port  War- 
den's line,  without  any  additional  extension  under  the  town  com- 
missioner's privilege ;    how  many  feet  of  water  front,  or  wharf 
property  would  they  have  been  entitled  to?     As  many  feet  and 
no  more  as  their  lots  fronted  on  Water  street.     What  length  of 
wharf  would  they  have  been  compelled  to  make  to  attain  that  ob- 
ject ?     Precisely  the  same  length  of  wharf,  except  eighty  feet  on 
Pratt  street,  which  they  have  now  made :  the  wharves  on  the 
sides  of  their  lots  binding  on  the  market  house  lot,  CJ  privilege, " 
being  indispensable  to  prevent  the  earth  with  which  their  lots 
were  filled,  from  washing  away,  and  filling  up  and  destroying  the 
navigation  of  the  basin.     Their  nett  gain  of  water  front,  or  wharf 
lots,  under  the  permission  of  the  town  Commissioners,  is  two 
thousand  feet;  perhaps,  ten  times  as  much  navigable  front  on  the 
water,  as  they  could  legally  have  acquired,  by  availing  them- 
selves, only  of  their  own  water  rights.     By  this  operation  they 
have  rendered  their  property,  in  all  probability,  at  least  four  or 
five  times  as  valuable  as  it  would  otherwise  have  been ;  and  what 
compensation  do  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  (who, 
under  its  charter  are  clothed  with   all  the  powers  of  the  town 
Commissioners)  receive,  as  territorial  proprietors  of  their  "  priyi- 
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lege,"  for  its  enjoyment  by  Dugan  and  McElderry?  According 
to  the  pretensions  of  the  latter,  not  one  farthing.  And  further- 
more, agreeably  to  that  part  of  the  Chancellor's  decree,  relative 
to  the  repairing  of  those  wharves,  (which  is  unquestionably  cor- 
rect) the  corporation  are  bound  to  bear  the  whole  burden  of  re- 
pairs ;  this,  to  be  sure,  would  be  a  left  handed,  unilateral  bargain, 
with  which  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  parallel. 

Seeing  no  equity  in  the  claims  of  the  complainants,  Dugan  and 
McElderry,  their  several  bills  of  complaint  against  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  ought  to  be  dismissed  with  costs,  as 
concerns  Dugan  and  McElderry,  both  in  this  Court  and  in  the 
Court  of  Chancery,  but  without  costs  so  far  as  the  widow  and 
heirs  of  McElderry,  are  concerned  ;  and  the  injunctions  issued  in 
these  cases  dissolved. 

Having  disposed  of  the  cases  of  Dugan  and  McElderry  against 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  our  next  duty  is  to  ex- 
amine, upon  the  bill  filed  by  the  latter  against  Cumberland  Du- 
gan, what  right  the  corporation  of  Baltimore  have  to  collect  the 
wharfage,  to  which  by  their  bill  they  have  made  claim.  To 
make  this  examination,  we  must  settle  the  true  construction  of  the 
permission,  by  which  the  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  town  au- 
thorized the  "  improvement"  made  by  Dugan  and  McElderry,  ac- 
cording to  which,  we  think  that  no  right  of  property  or  domain 
passed  to  them,  in  the  canal,  wharves  and  streets,  constructed  un- 
der the  Commissioners'  "  privilege  ;"  but  that  the  same  vested  in 
the  said  Commissioners,  in  the  same  manner  that  they  would  have 
done,  had  the  "  improvement  "  been  made  by  themselves,  except 
so  far  as  their  powers  were  abridged,  by  that  condition  attached 
to  their  permission,  by  which  it  was  declared,  that  "  the  said  canal, 
wharves,  and  streets  on  each  side  of  the  said  canal,  be  a  common 
highway,  and  free  for  the  public  use,  and  subject  to  such  regula- 
tions as  the  commissioners  and  their  successors,  shall  from  time  to 
time  establish."  If,  to  ascertain  the  meaning  of  this  stipulation, 
we  could  look  to  the  acts  of  the  parties,  from  the  time  when  their 
stipulation  could  have  been  brought  into  operation,  until  the  pre- 
sent moment,  it  is  most  manifest,  that  neither  party  suppose  the  right 
of  wharfage  was  extinguished.  Both  parties  admitted  the  existence 
of  the  right,  the  only  controversy  was  by  whom  it  should  be  ex- 
ercised. 

Over  the  wharfage  collected  at  private  wharves,  or  wharves 
other  than  those  owned  by  the  town  or  city  of  Baltimore,  or  made 
at  the  ends  or  sides  of  public  streets,  lanes,  and  alleys,  the  town 
or  city  officers  have  no  power  or  control.  Its  imposition  and  col- 
lection is  the  exclusive  privilege  of  the  wharf  owner  ;  with  it  the 
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officers  of  the  town  or  city,  have  no  concerns.  It  is  otherwise 
with  wharfage  collected  at  wharves  owned  by  the  town  or  city,  or 
at  the  ends  or  sides  of  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys ;  all  these  are 
called  public  vjharves ;  are  common  highways  free  for  the  use  of 
the  public,  but  which  tolls  are  collected  by  the  town,  now  city  offi- 
cers. In  declaring  the  wharves  on  Market  Space  common  high- 
ways, and  free  for  the  public  use,  the  Commissioners  never  de- 
signed to  surrender  the  proprietary  rights,  further,  than  that  the 
wharves  should  not  be  held  as  private  wharves,  under  the  abso- 
lute dominion  of  their  owners,  to  which  no  vessel  can  approach, 
or  make  fast,  without  the  consent  of  the  proprietors ;  but  that 
they  should  be  "  free,"  that  is,  (according  to  its  obvious  as  well 
as  literal  sense)  open  for  the  public  use.  They  meant  nothing 
more,  than  that  the  use  of  those  wharves  should  be  the  common 
privilege  of  all ;  but  never  intended  to  relinquish  the  natural  in- 
herent right,  incident  to  their  title,  of  collecting  a  reasonable  and 
customary  wharfage.  They  do  not  agree,  that  it  shall  be  a  high- 
way for  the  use  of  the  public,  free  of  wharfage  or  expense,  but 
simply  that  it  should  be  a  common  highway,  "free," — or  to  use 
another  word  of  the  same  import, — open  for  the  public  use,  leav- 
ing to  the  proprietors  of  the  soil,  their  natural  inherent  right  of 
collecting  a  wharfage.  All  our  Turnpike  roads  are  common  high- 
ways, and  free  for  the  public  use,  but  not  free  from  the  collection 
of  tolls.  A  wharf  may  be  free  from  wharfage,  and  yet  not  a  high- 
way, or  free  for  the  public  use  ;  or  it  may  be  a  highway  and  free 
for  the  public  use,  and  yet  not  free  from  wharfage. 

From  the  nature  of  the  permission,  and  circumstances  attending 
it,  granted  to  Dugan  and  McElderry  by  the  town  Commissioners, 
ought  we  to  infer  a  surrender  of  their  rights  of  domain,  beyond 
i  the  terms  of  their  stipulations.  Dugan  and  McElderry  acquired, 
!  what  was  clearly  the  object  of  their  application,  an  immense  ad- 
ditional water  front,  and  highways  or  streets  in  front  of  their  nu- 
merous warehouses,  which  they  had  in  contemplation,  and  which 
they  have  told  us,  they  subsequently  built. 

It  was  no  part  of  their  application,  that  "  the  canal,  wharf, 
and  streets,  when  made,"  should  be  free  for  the  public  use ;  the 
only  requisition  in  their  application  was,  that  they  should  "  be 
made  public  "  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants,  under  the  laws  and 
regulations  of  the  town  Commissioners.  Is  it  then  rational  to  pre- 
sume that,  when  it  was  not  even  asked  for,  these  Commissioners, 
by  introducing  the  word  "  free,"  where  they  have  used  it,  de- 
sign to  relinquish  an  inherent  and  unquestionable  right  of  great 
value  to  the  town,  and  their  only  direct  advantage,  or  income  re- 
sulting from  the  u  improvement,"   whilst  at  the  same  time  they 
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impose  upon  Baltimore,  the  new  burden  of  keeping  these  wharves 
and  streets  in  repair,  and  of  furnishing,  at  its  own  expense,  offi- 
cers to  enforce  such  regulations  as  the  said  canal,  wharf  and 
streets  might  render  it  necessary  for  them  to  establish.  Strip 
them  of  this  claim  to  wharfage,  the  essence  of  their  right  of  do- 
main, and  there  is  no  more  reason  or  justice,  in  holding  them 
bound  to  repair  these  wharves,  and  incur  the  expense  of  their 
regulation,  than  there  would  be  in  requiring  them  to  repair  and 
regulate  every  private  wharf  in  the  town. 

Was  this  asserted  exemption  from  wharfage,  deemed  essential 
or  appertenant  to  the  warehouse,  the  erection  of  which  was  the 
great  object  of  the  improvement?  The  acts  of  Dugan  demon- 
strate the  contrary  ;  he  always  denied  its  enjoyment  to  the  occu- 
pants of  the  warehouses,  and  exercised  himself  the  right  of  col- 
lection, as  separate  from,  and  independent  of  such  occupation. 

Can  any  thing  be  more  reasonable  and  just  than  this  claim  to 
wharfage?  The  city  of  Baltimore,  as  proprietor,  is  bound  to 
cleanse  this  canal,  and  to  regulate  and  repair  those  wharves  and 
streets.  The  natural  fund  to  defray  the  necessary  expenditure 
for  which,  is  what?  the  wharfage:  an  income  derived  from  those 
who  enjoy  the  benefit  of  this  expenditure.  We  cannot  then,  by  a 
technical  strained  construction  of  the  word  "  free,"  which  those 
who  used  it,  could  not  have  extended  it  to  bear,  invest  the  natural 
order  and  fitness  of  things ;  and  deprive  the  city  of  Baltimore,  as 
a  freeholder,  of  its  inherent  rights  of  emolument,  and  at  the  same 
time,  impose  on  it  all  the  correlative  burdens. 

In  doing  so,  we  think  the  Chancellor  erred,  and  therefore  re- 
verse his  decree  with  costs,  to  the  appellants,  in  this  Court,  and 
in  the  Court  of  Chancery.  The  injunction  issued  against  Cum- 
berland Dugan,  should  have  been  made  perpetual,  and  a  decree  to 
account  passed  in  the  usual  form ;  for  which  purposes,  and  that 
the  Chancellor  may  pass  such  orders  and  decrees  in  the  case,  as 
are  requisite  to  give  full  and  final  relief  to  the  complainants,  accord- 
ing to  their  equities,  this  cause  is  remanded  to  the  Chancery  Court. 

This  Court  will  sign  a  decree  pursuant  to  their  views  expressed 
in  the  foregoing  opinion.

Of  the  Habits  of  the  Paupers  who  have  been  admitted  into 
the  Alms  House  of  Baltimore  City  and  County,  during 
the  past  year,  in  respect  to  Temperance,  Birth,  Ages  when 
admitted,  and  the  period  of  their  residence  in  the  City  or 
County. 


To  the  Second  Branch  of  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  have  received  through  your  Clerk,  a  resolution 
of  your  Branch  of  the  23d  inst.  requesting  of  the  President  of  the 
Trustees  for  the  Poor  of  Baltimore  City  and  County,  "  A  statement 
of  the  habits  of  the  paupers  who  have  been  admitted  during  the  past 
year,  in  respect  to  temperance."  "  A  statement  of  their  places  of 
birth."  "  A  statement  of  their  ages  when  admitted."  And,  "a  state- 
ment of  the  period  of  their  residence  in  Baltimore  City  and  County." 

In  replying  to  the  first  inquiry,  it  may  be  proper  to  premise,  that 
those  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  institution  as  "intemperate,"  are 
such  as  are  known  to  be  habitually  so,  when  opportunity  presents;  and 
the  same  remark  may  apply  in  relation  to  the  parents  of  the  children. 
What  occasional  aberations  from  propriety  others  may  be  guilty  of, 
we  have  not  the  means  of  information.  All  are  termperaate  while 
inmates  of  the  Alms  house. 

Another  remark  (which  should  have  preceded  this)  may  be  neces- 
ary.  The  period,  for  which  you  ask  information  is  not  the  fiscal  year  of 
the  Board.  That  commences  on  the  1st  May,  and  terminates  on  the 
30th  April.  The  last  report  of  the  Trustees  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council,  included  the  period  from  May  1,  1832,  to  April  ^30,  1833. 
The  period  called  for  in  your  resolution,  embraces  the  entire  year  of 
1833.  To  this  last  period,  the  following  statements  relate.  They 
therefore  include  but  four  months  of  the  time,  embraced  by  the  last 
report  of  the  Board,  and  eight  months  of  their  new  fiscal  year. 

1.  For  the  period  of  one  year  as  above  stated,  the  records  of  the 
house  show,  that  of  879  admitted,  and  born  in  the  house,  there  were.

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From  this  statement  it  appears  that,  of  the  whole  number  admitted, 
537  were  between  the  ages  of  20  and  50 ;  who  therefore  should  be  in 
the  vigor  of  life,  and  most  of  whom  might,  but  from  their  habits  of 
intemperance  abundantly  support  themselves. 

4th.  The  last  item  of  information  requested  by  the  Branch,  it  is  not 
in  my  power  fully  to  afford.  The  records  of  the  House  do  not  show 
how  long  the  inmates  have  resided  in  Baltimore  City  or  County.  But 
simply  distinguish  between  those  who  have  resided  one  year  or  more, 
and  those  who  have  resided  less  than  one  year.  The  number  admitted 
within  the  year  known  to  have  been  less  than  one  year  in  the  City 
or  County  is  175.  But  this  is  probably  considerably  below  the  actu- 
al number  of  such  persons  received.  There  is  some  temptation,  and 
great  efforts  are  often,  and  sometimes  successfully,  made  to  deceive 
the  Managers  of  the  Poor,  and  the  Overseer,  on  this  point,  from  a  be- 
lief that  if  they  can  establish  a  residence  within  the  City  or  County, 
they  are  entitled  to  privileges  they  otherwise  would  not  be. — 
And  many  of  the  regular  class  of  vagrants,  however  dissolute  their 
habits  of  life,  and  inert  to  all  good,  are  not  wanting  in  industry  and 
ingenuity  in  coining  a  "good  story"  for  the  street  passenger,  the  be- 
nevolent house-keeper,  or  the  Ward  Manager.
